crime—with the murders of women in the 
streets and with the robberies of citizens. 

The other inquiry, under the supervision 
of the Criminal ‘court forees of the county, 
will give heed to the sudden and unchecked 
spread of gambling in the city and to the 
charges openly made that the police receive 
one-third of the proceeds of the games. The 
charges which the state’s attorney will in- 
vestigate include a specific but unbacked ac- 
cusation that Chief Collins himself hase 
formed a gambling trust. 


Police on the Grill. | 

It Was a strenuoiis day for the reputation 
of the police force. The publication of long 
lists of gambling houses and of charges re- 
lating to them, and the tense feeling among 
the people as a result of the inhuman murder 
of Mrs. F. C. Hollister were responsible 
for the two movements to throw the light 
on the organization or lack of organization 
among the men under the Collins administra- 
tion, 

The demand for a grand jury inquiry came 
from Mayor Dunne in the afternoon when 
he learned of the charges against his police 
force. The action relating to a police crime 
inquiry came at night during the migeting 
of the city council. 

The council also made a reference to the 
gambling charges, but its chief work con- 
cerned the crime question. There were two 
opposing elements. One was led by Ald. Ko- 
hout, who represented the wishes of Chief 
Collins and who had a resolution demanding 
that 1,000 men be added to the force imme- 
diately for ninety days. He, of course, had 
a good sized claque of the 800 men on the 
police eligible list in the gallery to applaud 


‘everything he said. 


Then there was Ald. Dunn of the Twenty- 
fifth ward, near whose residence Mrs. Hol- 
lister was murdered. He also pleaded fot an 
increase in the foree, but he wanted it done in 
a way which he thought would keep down 
crime in Chicago. It was he, also, who asked 
for the investigation of the present force. 


~ How the Matters Came Up. 

It. was incidental to this @emand for an in- 
vestigation that the suggestion was made 
that the committee also take into account 
the charge that the force is protecting g4m- 
bling in Chicago. This, howevér, Ald. Dunn 
said he did fot care to go into. 

“TI am morte interested,’’ said he, “ in car- 
ing for the safety of our women and ¢chil- 
dren. The gambling matter is one for the 
mayor to handle.”’ 

‘“T will say,” said Mayor Dunne, “ that 
the mayor of Chicago has today asked the 
state’s attorney to make an investigation 
of the charge that his police force is taking 
money frdm gamblers.” 

The council had hardly been called to order 
before resolutions on the police situation 
came pouring in. Ald. Cullerton had one 
seeking to add 500 emergency men to the 
force today. Ald. Uhlir wanted 1,000. So 
did Ald. Hoffman. Ald. Dixon presented 
resolutions adopted at the First Methodist 
church, in which the necessity of a larger 
force to protect the women and children of 
the city was insisted on. ‘ 

Crime Must Be Checked. 

Finally Ald. Dunn Sént up this resolution: 

‘‘ Whereas, The recent epidemic of crime 
in the city has aroused our citizens to a de- 
gree of indignation almost unprecedented in 
the history of Chicago, 

‘‘ Whereas, The efforts of the police depart- 
ment to put an end to this otitbreak of crime 
by bringing the criminals to justice have been 
utterly unavailing, 

“ Whereas, It appears that the police de- 
partment has been signally inefficient In fail- 
ing to apprehend the criminals who have 
committed the murders which have shocked 
this community and the people have not re- 
ceived that protection to which they, as tax- 
payers, are entitled; 

‘‘ Resolved, By the city couneoll of the city 
of Chicago, that the proper committee of the 
city council be directed and authorized to at 
once investigate the administration of the 
police department and report to this oouncil 
at an early date its conclusions as to the 
reasons for the inabilfty of the police depart- 
ment to cope with the criminal element fn 
the community, together with whatever réc- 
ommendations that it may déefm proper to 
remedy this unfortunate situation and give to 
the citizens of Chicago the propef police pro- 


_tection to which they are manifestly en- 


titled,” ‘ 
Police Force Inefficient. 

Ald. Foreman wanted to know if the resolu- 
tion was broad enough to take in an investi- 
gation of the gambling charges, amd was 
told it was: 

“TJ believe the people are expecting the 
eouncil to do something as to the police sit- 
uation as it existe in Ghicago,”’ Ald. Dunn 
went on. “Ido not want to reflect on the 
police department, but I do know that the 
city has a less efficient department than it 
had ten years ago. | 

“The people up in my ward want to know 
why the gangs of hoodlums are allowed to 
congregate on every stréet corner and why 
the young criminal who wants to is allowed 
to carry a révolver. The police Know, or 
must know, that these gangs of hododlums 
exist, and I want the committee on police 
to give us the information why it is that 
when one of these hoodiums is arrested he is 
let off with a minimum fine, atid if sent to 
the bridéwell fe speedily rnéleased. There 
are & ntifmber of other things the people want 
to Know.” 


For One Thousand More Patrolmen. 

The Dunn resolution was adopted unanl- 
mously, and thén Ald. Koheut made an im- 
passioned speech for an immediate*addition 
to the police force. 

“The 1,000 men should be put to work to- 
morrow,” he declared. At this the men on 
the eligible list in the gallery raised a tre- 
mendous applause, and Ald. Kehowt con- 
tinued: ; 

“The way things are going now, how many

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FOOTBALL DIES AT HARVARD 


Trustees Abolish Game, Called a 
Menace to Morals and Health. 


OVERSEERS SOUND KNELL. 


Students and Graduates Amazed at De- 
cision—Only Hope in Reform. 


Boston, Mass., Jan. 15.—[{Special.}—Har- 


| vard university definitely has abolished the 


game of football because; as played, it isa 
menace to the morals as well as the bodies 
of the players. ie 

Not until the game has been reformed ina 
way acceptable to the board of trustees will 
its reéstablishtnent be considered by the uni- 
versity authorities. ’ 

The discontinuance of the game is a result 
of a vote taken last week at a secret meeting 
of the board of overseers, when it was decided 
that intercollegiate football at Harvard 
would not be permitted until the rules and 
regulations had been so changed and amended 
as to remove what the overseérs regard as 
the evils of the present game. The overseers 
aecepted unanimously the opinions of a spe- 
cial committee that the game as at present 
played is essentially bad in every respect. 


Present Game Thoroughly Bad. 

The committee declared that if changes 
were to be made nd. man now a member of 
the so-called intercollegiate rules committee 
should have a hand in it, the committee be- 
lieving that these persons are so far com- 
mitted to the present system that they could 
not agree to such changes as are absolutely 
necessary to produce a decent, clean, pleasur- 
able contest, ‘‘ instead of the present apology 
for a rough and tumble fight.” 

‘‘Football is a fine game when properly 
played,’” the committee says, ‘‘ but the pres- 
ent method is thoroughly bad and ought to 
be stopped absolutely and finally. Any uni- 
versity taking this action will later be con- 
sidered as a benefactor by many players and 
by all lovers of healthful, clean sport and 
fair play.”’ 

Whether the reformed rules can be ar- 
ranged and accepted in time for the resump- 
tion of football next season is problematical. 


Student Body Is Amazed. 

Some determined action. by the board of 
overseers had been anticipated in Harvard 
athletic circles, but the radical attitude of 
abolishing the game altogether caused great 
surprise among students and graduates. 

The committee’s report said: ‘‘ The meth- 
od of formation absolutely encourages trick- 
ery and foul play. It is difficult to see all 
that fe done, even by the most careful and 
sharpest eyed umpire, but the results are 
seen in thany seriotis and even fatal acci- 
dents. It is nearly impossible to line up 
twenty-two powerful and aggressive young 
men opposite each other and not have some 
one lose his self-control and do what is 
wrong.” 


Intercollegiate Committee Under Ban. 

The committee then expresses the opinion 
that the intércollegiaté rules committee 
should not have a hand in making changes, 
and adds: 

“A new committee could, it is believed, 
formulate rules that, while simple, would 
cause an absolutely different result. Inthis 
connection it is necessary to point out that 
proper umpires afte as necessary 46 good 
rules—mén who, unliké many of those used 
aa such in late years, are ready and anxious 
instantly to punish any infraction of the 
rules.”’ 

Yale to Follow Harvard’s Lead? 

New Havent, Conh., Jan. 15.—[Special.]— 
Yale has started to follow Harvard's lead 
in reforming college sport, especially foot- 
ball. A secret faculty meeting was held on 
Saturday, it leaked out today, at which de- 
thande were made for action looking to gen- 
eral changes fiot only in the playing rules and 
in the extravagance which marks the sports 
but algo on the question of abolishing foot- 
ball.

Buelow’s Views on German Code Given 


in Debate in Reichstag—Government 
May Revise Penal Provisions. 


BERLIN, Jan. 15.—The reichstag today had 

one of its pérennial discussions of dueling 
in the army, which was occasioned by the 
case of a lawyer, Herr Feldhaus, of Muehl- 
heim, and 6ne Buhr, whom the emperor sum- 
marily dismissed from his position as a lieu- 
tenant in the landwehr because he refused 
to fight a duel which 4 court of honor had 
declared necessary. ; 
‘The clerical party brought in an intéerpella- 
tion on the subjeet, asking Chancellor von 
Bilow what measures the government pro- 
posed to adopt against compulsory duels. 
War Minister von Einem answered by read- 
ing a staternent from Chancellor von Bulow, 
who was absent from the house. The chan- 
eellor declared that the eustom of dueling 
exists in wide circles of the educated classes 
of Germany, and so long as it is regarded 
as a means of restoring offended honor the 
officers’ corps cannot tolerate the presence 
in its ranks of a member who is unwilling 
to retstablish his honor with a weapon fn 
his hand. 

The government, however, had under con- 
sideration a revision of the penal code in 
the direction of stringent penalties against 
persoris wantonly attacking afiother person’s 
honor. Until this was done dueling was nec- 
essary. The empefror’s cabinet order against 
Guels in the army had greatly reduced their 
number. Gen. von Einem added that only 
one duel had occurred in 1905 between offi- 
cers of the active list. 


LAWYER PATRICK GETS STAY. 


Court Puts Off Execution of Rice Mur- 
dcrer Until March 19 Because of 
New Evidence. 


Albany, N. Y., Jan. 15.—Albert T. Patrick, 
the New York lawyer convicted and await- 
ing execution in. Sing Sing for the murder 
of Willlam Marsh Rice In 1900, was reprieved 
this afternoon by Gov.

HARLAN FEE; $40,000 A YEAR. 


Reported as Stipend as Traction 


Attorney for ‘Common People.’ 


RECEIVERS IN IGNORANCE? 


Messrs. Eckels and Sampsell Declare 
They Know Nothing About It. 


The astounding statement was made to 
THE TRIBUND yesterday that John M. Har- 
lan, who by the grace of Judge Peter 8. Gross- 
cup represents “ the common péople’”’ in the 
traction muddle, ts to be paid $40,000 4 year 
for his services. 

THE TRIBUNE’s informant did not believe 
Mr. Harlan eventually would receive such a 
princely fee when the “ common people ’’— 
and incidentally the stockholders of the bank- 
fupt Union Traction company—found out 
what was going on. He thought publicity 
would result in 4 marked scaling down of the 
Grosscup appraisal of the value of Mr. Har- 
lan’s services. 


Harlan Sets Own Price. 

Of one thing, however, he was cértain, 
and that was: That Judge Grosecup had 
agreed to pay such a fee. It even was in- 
timated that Harlan had set Nis own price. 

Today, of course, 4 new agreement may be 
entered into, with the accompanying deniais 
that $40,000 never, never was mentioned, 
considered, or thought of. 

Last night there existed the most lament- 
able ignorance on this point on the part of two 
individuals who, in the ordinary course of ele- 
mentary business, should have known all 
about it—the receivers forthe Union Traction 
company, for whom Harlan is working and 
who will have to pay his fee. 


Start Hunt for Information. 

A reporter for THE TRIBUNE in the evening 
called up James H. Eckels and Marshall E. 
Sampsell, the two receivers in question. He 
would have called up Judge Grosscup also 
if Mr. Sampséil had been able of willing to 
tell where the Judge could be found. It had 
been supposed that the men placed by the 
court tn the charge of the property had some 
knowledge of the money expended under the 
authority of their names for such extraerdi- 
nary purposes as the employment of a special 
attorney whose connection with the case has 
resulted in such unexpected developments as 
has Mr. Harlan’s. They said, however, that 
they knew nothing about It. 


Ignorance or Disinclination to Talk. 

‘*I do not know what Mr. Harlan Is being 
paid, nor have I any idea about it,” said Mr. 
Eckels. 

“Do you mean to say that, as a receiver 
for the Union Traction company, you do not 
know how the money eof the cmpany is 
being spent?’ was arked. 

“Good night,’ answered Mr. Eckels, and 
bang went the receiver into the hook on Mr. 
Eckels’ telephone. 

Then Receiver Sampsell was called up, and 
he replied: 

‘I know nothing about what compensation 
Mr. Harlan is recelwing.” 

‘If a receiver does not know, who does?’ 
was the inquiry. 

“Tt is a matter entirely with the court,” 
repliea Mr. Sampsell. Then, asked where 
Judge Grosscup could be found, Mr. Samp- 
¢ell replied that he did not know. 


Paid $10,000 to Date. 

Up to date, so the story goes, Mr. Harlan 
has received a cash feé, retainer, whatever 
any one wants to call It, of $10,000. 

Up to date, also, s0 far the only service 
which Harlan is known to have rendered 
the company ie the letter hé sént to Judge 
Grosscup on New Year's evé, in which he 
suggested to the court the amendments which 
the Chicago City says it cannot accept and 
which have caused the practicdl stoppage of

For the first time since Saturday tight the 
attending physicians had told Mr. Fleld’s 
immediate relatives that they might retire 
and rest easy. This was taken to indicate 
that the improvemént of the early evening 
oon tinued, 

All the physicians were asleep, except Dr. 
Riggs, who was keeping watch. 

Dr. Janeway, one of Mr. Field's physitiafs, 
met Dr. W. T. Bull, the famous surgeon, 
last night, and, in speaking of the Field case, 
said that Mr. Field was occupying the same 
suité at the Holland house in which Lyman 
3. Gage and other promirent men had been 
il, all of whom had recovered. He seemed 
to regard this as 4 good omen. 

SLIGHT CHANGE FOR BETTER. 

New York, Jan. 15.—{Special.}--A slight 
change for the better in the condition 6f 
Marshall Field came late this afternoon, 
after his wife and family had waited at his 
bedside for hours in fear of his death at any 
moment. 

The rally, slight as it was, came at 8 
o'clock. Mr. Field had been in a state of 
half in stupor, half asleep 
~—for several hours. At 8 o’clock he awoke

Says He Feels Better. 

He was fully consefous and said he felt 
better. Those df his beddide said it seemed 
to them that he was stronger than he had 
been at any time during the preceding twet 
ty-four hours, 

At 4 o'clock Mr. Field's rally had been 
sustained, and the anxious watchers for the 
first time during the day felt there might 
indeed be a glimmer of hope. 

At 6:30 o’elook the slight improvement 
continued, and the official bulletin noted the 
fact, but no more. 


Bulletin Notes Improvement. 
“At Ii o’clock tonight the offictal bulletiy 
read: 
11 BP. M.—Myr. Field's condition remains practi- 
cally unchanged since the report at 6 0’ clook. 


The most favorable interpretation of the 
bulletin was that ft meant Mr. Field was 
maintaining the slight change for the better 
which was first noted at 8 o'clock. 


Family Is More Cheerful. 

While all the friends and members of the 
family dyring the afternoon had confessed 
that they entertained no hope for Mr. Field, 
they tonight seemed to be in a more cheerful] 
frame of mind. 

During the earlier part of the Jay. the 
patient’s condition was considered so grave 
that a forecast of the weather conditions to- 
night and. tomorrow was asked for by his 
physicians in the hope that a change from 
the exceeding dampness of the last two days 
would bea factor inhisfavor. His strength 
was low, but he seemed to indicate a deter- 
mination to fight the disease to the last. 

Although the area of congestion was still 
confined to one lung early tonight. the long 
strain ha@ made great inroads upon Mr. 
Field's strength and heart stimulants were 
freely administered. 


Mr. Field Himself Is Hopeful. 

One of those in the sick room declared: 

* Mr. Piel accepts his condition with every 
degree of resignation. He seems fully to re- 
alize the gravity of his condition, but he is 
hopeful despite his extreme increasing weak- 
ness.” 

Near Mr. Field’s bedside during the day 
were his wife, Mr. and Mrs. Stanley Field, 
Mrs. Henry Dibdbdiee, a sister; Norman B. 
Ream, William G. Beale, Robert T. Lincols, 
and Marvin HMughitt. 

No oxygen was administered during the 
day. Staniey Field said it was recogniged 
this treatment would be of no use. 


Day Full of Anxiety. 

The day had been one of extreme anxiety 
from the beginning. At 8 o'clock in the 
morning the first word came from the sick- 
room té the effect that Mr. Field's condition, 
which had been extremely grave since 10 
clock Saturday fight, showed no matérial 
change. . 

The bulletin, sefious as it was, showed, 
howdvér, that death was not immediately to 
be feared, fot the physicians added that flo 
furtHer bulletin would be issued until late 
in the morning. pre

watchers around the bedside in those long 
hours between 3 o'clock and the winter's 
dawn. 


An All Night Battle. 

Daylight revealed the tired faces of the 
physicians and nurses and of those who 
had watched the battle between death and 
medical science. 

Now and then in the early hours some 
Weary member of the group of watchers 
in the sick chamber would appear, only to 
be surrounded by eager questioners. To 
every inquiry the only reply could be a 
discouraging shake of the head. There was 
mo word of hope that could truthfully be 
epoken. 

Family Warned Early. 

At 7 o'clock the physicians took the pa- 
tlent’s temperature again and held a brief 
consultation. As a result the members of 
the family were notified to keep near at 
hand. Telephone messages also were sent 
to Norman B. Ream, W.G. Beale,a  <‘obert 
T. Lincoln, informing them of the possibility 
thet Mr. Field might pass away at any 
minute. 

Stanley Field, nephew of the sick man, 
“was one of the first to leave the sickroom 
and visit the office below. His eyes were 
zed with weeping and he looked greatly de- 
pressed. He declined to discuss his uncle’s 
eondition, referring inquirers to the physi- 
clans. 

Many Unfavorable Symptoms. 

It was learned, however, that at that hour, 
9 a. m., Mr. Field’s heaft for several 
hours had@ been beating with ominous irreg- 
ularity, his pulse varying from 60 to 120. It 
was learned, too, that the patient’s temper- 
ature throughout the greater part of the 
night had registered as high as 104. 


First Bulletin Is Ominous. 

At 9:15 a. m. came the first official bulletin 
of the day. It contained no hope. It read 
as follows: 

8:15 A. M.—Near the-end of the seventh day of 
the disease Mr. Field's condition remains critical. 
There is as yet no improvement.

In these early hours of the forenoon Mr. 
Field was fully conscious and ablé to con- 
verse weakly with members of his family 
and friends. There were a number of callers, 
too, at his apartments,.men high in the finan- 
cial world, with whom he has long been as- 
sociated. 


H. H. Rogers an Early Visitor. 

Henry H. Rogers was among the first of 
these to arrive. He reached ine hotel soon 
after 9 o'clock, and immediately was taken 
to Stanley Field. Together they entered the 
apartments of Mr. Field, in one room of which 
the great merchant lay dying. Mr. Rogers 
When he 
came downstairs it - was apparent that he was 
under the influence of strong emotion, and 
he spoke in a subdwed voice. In reply to 
questions Mr. Rogers said: 

“ Dr. Billings toM me that Mr. Field’s ex- 
tremity is so great that he can give no hope 
for him.” 


Marvin Hughitt a Caller. 

Marvin Hughitt was the next man prom- 
inent in the world of finance to be admitted. 
Mr. Hughitt waited in the corridor a few 
moments, making inquiries for Mr. Field, and 
was met by Dr. Billings. This was the first 
appearance of Dr. Billings downstairs to- 
day, and he looked greatly fatigued. He 
talked with Mr. Hughitt for a few moments 
and then the two men took the elevator for 
the Field apartments. 

While waiting for the car Dr. Billings said 
that he could add nothing t6 the bulletin 


_ Just issued.

upstairs. 

, Dr. Billings Noncommittal. 

- When Dr. Billings came downstairs he was 
accompanied by Mn Lincoln, Mr. Ream, and 
Mr. Hughitt. There was, of course, the 
usual rumor that Mr. Field was dead. Dr. 
Billings was asked immediately for a state- 
ment. He was scarcely more communica- 
tive than he had been since summoned from 
Chicago. 

* Mr. Field is in extreme danger,” said he. 

* Is he likely to live twenty-four hours?” 

* I’m here to do my best to keep him alive.”’ 
- Robert T. Lincoln, when asked for the lat- 
est news from the sickroom, said: 

“Mr. Field is very low. We are all doing 
what we can. I understand that digitalis is 
being used in the hope of prolonging Mr. 
Field's fe.” 

Asked if oxygen was also being adminis- 
tered, Mr. Lincoln replied: ‘* They are using 
everything.”’ 


Little Hope, Says Stanley Field. 

About 11:30 o’clock Stanley Field came 
Gownstairs and sent a telegram to John G. 
Shedd in Chicago, saying that his uncle’s 
condition had not changed and that there was 
‘po improvement. He motioned) silently to 
‘the reporters and said that there was little 
‘hope since the 9:15 a. m. bulletin was issued. 

“Mr. Ream of Chicago, one of my uncle's 
closest friends,”” he said, “ was telephoned 
for at 7:30. Since that time we have had no 
hope. All the members of the family here 
and Mr. Ream are now at my uncle’s bed- 
side. 

“ He is perfectly conscious, and is able at 
times to communicate with those about him.

Lincoln. There seems to be no hope for Mr. 
Field, I regret to say. I am sure that every- 
thing possible is being done for him.”’ 


Crisis Comes at Noon. 

Just before noon it seemed certain to the 
watchers that the long battle was near its 
end and that Mr. Field wasdying. Mr. Field 
Was conscious and realized fully his condi- 
tion. At his own request all the members 
of his family were summoned to the bedside, 
and they came quickly in response to the 
hushed call from the nurses and physicians. 


Family at the Bedside. ’ 

Those who assembled at the bedside were 
Mrs. Field, his daughter-in-law, Mrs. Mar- 
shall Field Jr., who only a few weeks ago had 
sat by the side of her own husband as he died; 
his sister, Mrs. Henry Dibblee, and her hus- 
band. 

A few others were summoned. They were 


‘Norman B. Ream, Paul Morton, Robert T. 


Lincoln, and William G. Beale. At that time 
Mr. Field’s condition was so critical that it 
seemed probable the watchers at the bedside 
would not leave the room until the end. 


No Hope in Second Bulletin. 

An hour passed, however, and the patient 
still lived. At 1 o’clock the physicians issued 
their second bulletin of the day. Ldske the 
morning bulletin, it held out no promise of 
hope for a change in the better. It was as 
follows: 

1. P. M.—There is no change for the better in 
Mr. Field’s oondition. He continues to grow 
weaker. WALTER B. JAMES. 

Zz. &@ JANEWAY, 
FRANK BILLINGS, 

The afternoon bulletin was expected to 
give Mr. Field’s exact condition, pulse, res- 
piration, etc., and the physicians had prom- 
ised a full statement at that time. These 
items, however, were omitted. No one ac- 
companied the bulletin, and for some time 
after it was issued neither of the physicians 
came downstairs. 


End’ Near at 1:30 P. M. 

At 1:80 p. (m. Stanley Field came down- 
stairs. To the reporters who immediately 
surrounded him he said: 

“It is only a matter of a few hours be- 
fore my uncle’s death. We have hoped 
against hope, but I am now convinced that 
the end is near. All of the family are with 
him. I cannot say more,”’ 

Mr. Field's eyes filled with tears as he 
turned hurriedly away and left the lobby. 


Beale Doesn’t Give Up. 

William G. Beale also made his appearance 
in the lobby for a few moments. His words 
to the reporters gave the first gleam of hope 
that had come from the sickroom in thirty- 
six hours. He said: | 

**]T have not given up hope yet. I think 
if the doctors can keep him alive for twenty- 
four hours he will survive. 

When told that Stanley Field had given 
up all hope he replied: 

“Some have, while others have not. Dr. 
Billings still holds out some hope.” 

From that hour until after 20’clock no other 
members of the Field family left the sick 
chamber. They sent word down repeatedly 
to anxious callers, those who were close- 
ly associated with Mr. Field either in busi- 
ness or personally, that there was no change. 

Half past 2 showed a change in the tone 
of these messages from the bedside. 

“Mr. Field is gradually growing weaker,” 
said one caller after communicating witha 
member of the family. “ The physicians 
have not left Mr. Field for hours.” 

After 2 o’clock Mr. Field passed into a 
stupor which seemed to be the shadow of 
death. He was unconscious, prectically for 
the finst time during the day. 


Then Comes'a Rally. 

Then, at 8B o'clock, came the unexpected 
announcement that Mr. FieM had rallied 
considerably. The news flew through the 
hotel with unuswval rapidity. It was heard 
first in the corridors up on the seventh floor 
and was passed from mouth to mouth. It 
seemed to reach the hotel office almost as 
quickly as it did the corridors, and it spread 
instantly to all parts of the lobby, where 
many of Mr. Field’s friends and acquaint- 
ances were walting. ' 


Hasten to Tell Good News. 

Robert T. Lincoln was the first to appear in 
the office from the sickroom. He was ac- 
companied by young Stanley Fie.., and both 
went to telephone booths to notify Mr. Field’s 
friends of the slight change for the better, 
After he had finished telephoning, Mr. Lin- 
coln said: : 

“We can truthfully say there is a slight 
improvement at this time. An hour ago we 
might almost truthfully have said Mr. Field 
was dead.. There was no hope then. Mr 
Field was unconscious, but now his brain 
has cleared a little, and he has regained con- 
eciousness.”’ 


Waning Hope Revives. 

Still the watching family did not leave the 
bedside. They waited, hoping almost against 
h@pe, that the favorable indications noted 
by the physicians at 8 o’clock might mark 
the passing of the crisis. 

The physicians and nurses did not for an 
instant relax their vigilance. Almost every 
heartbeat, almost every faintly drawn 
breath, was noted, measured, and compared 
with preceding pulsations and respirations. 


Patient’s Rally Continues. 

The minutes dragged in the sick room until 
4 o'clock. Then it was announced that Mr. 
Field's rally continued and that the physti- 
clans would take his temperature at 7 o'clock 
and hold another consultation. 

No other word came from the sick room 
until 6:30 o’clock in the evening. At that 
hour an official bulletin was given out as 
follows: | 

6:30 P. M.—Since 1 o'clock Mr. Field’s condi-. 


tion shows slight improvement.. 
stronger. 


One Point in His Favor. 
_ One point in Mr. Field’s favor, it was stated 
early this afternoon, was that Mr. Field had 
been able to sleep much of the time in the 
last twenty-four hours, and that this had 
added to his slender store of étrength.

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IS ROWE'S APPEAL 


Attorney in Brief to Justice 
Gildersleeve Asks Protec- 
tion for Oil Magnate. 


SAYS CLIENT IS ILL-USED. 


Argument on Materiality of Ques- 
tions Is Heard in N. Y. Sua- 
preme Court; No Decision. 


New York, Jan. 15.—Justice Gildersleeve 
in the New York State Supreme court today 
heard briefs by Attorney General Hadley of 
Missouri and William V. Rowe, counsel! for 
Henry H. Rogers, on the question of the 
materiality of the question which the vice 
president of the Standard Oil trust refused 
to answer. j 

At the last hearing Justice Gildersleeve 
said that his decision would depend upon 
whether the materiality of the’ same question 
is now before the Missouri Supreme court. 
Attorney General Hadley declared that it 
was not. Rowe declared that it was. 

The brief presented by Rowe today was 
in the main a plea to the court “ to jealous- 
ly guard the personal rights " of Mr. Rogers. 
He said there had been a tendency to treat 
his client with contempt and asked, “‘ that 
in this great metropolis, men of large affairs 
and important business connections and as- 


sociation should not be treated,” because“ 


of their general importance, ‘‘ with less 
consideration than Is due others.” 


. Question Not Up in Missouri. 


Mr. Hadley’s brief was submitted by Henry 
Wollman, his loca] counsel. In it Mr. Had- 
ley declares, with erence to the action in 
the case in Missouri: 

“In the argument of the question submit- 
ted to the Supreme court for decision in the 
different briefs filed by the attorneys for the 
respondent at the time the case was argued 
no contention was made that the question 
of the immateriality of evidence to show a 
common stock ownership or a controlling in- 
terest in the stock of these three companies 
{the Standard Oil company of Indiana, the 
Waters-Pierce Oil company, and the Repup- 
lic Oil company] was before that court for 
decision. In the argument of Frank Hager- 
man, who made the opening argument for 
respondents, not a word was said upon this 
question. 

“In the argument of the attorney general 
and his assistant no such question was dis- 
cussed, for the reason that no such conten- 


tion had been made up to the time by the, 


attorneys for the respondent. 
““Tf your honor is of the opinion, after an 
examination of the record in this case, that 
the question of the relevancy and imma- 
terlality of this testimony is before the Su- 
preme court of Missouri for decision, it is 
respectfully submitted that you should with- 
hold your decision in this case pending de- 
cision by the Supreme court of Missouri. 
‘‘If your honor is of the opinion, from an 
examination of the printed record, that this 
question is not before the Supreme court for 


‘decision, then we respectfully ask that you 


Girect the witness to answer the questions 
asked him.’”’ 


Attorney Rowe’s Contentions. 


Mr. Rowe in his brief said: 

‘“‘ Apart from the merits of the question as 
to the validity of the reasons assigned by the 
witness for his refusal to answer in the case, 
the attorney general has contended before 
the Supreme court of Missouri that the certl- 
fication by the commissioner has not present- 
ed the question as to the materiality of the 
testimony concerning the stockholders of the 
Waters-Pierce Oil company. But inasmuch 
as that eontention itself is before the Su- 
preme court of*Missouri, it is difficult to un- 
derstand how this court can be asked to 
construe the terms and the -egal effect of 
that certification. Nothing can be plainer 
than the language of the certification in 
which the commissioner requests the dire<- 
tlon of the court as to whether or not the 
reasons given by the witness are sufficient 
and whether or not the witness should be 
compelled to answer said questions. 

‘“* The witness Rogers having now upon the 
return of said order shown cause by affidavit 
why he should not answer the questions pru- 
pounded, this court Is called upon under the 
prescribed practice to determine whether 
within the issues defined by the pleadings 
in said cause now pending in the Supreme 
court of Missouri he should be compelled to 
answer. 

“The attention of the court is especially 
directed to the sensational manner of con- 
ducting the hearings upon this examination, 
the details of which are set forth in the 
affidavit of the witness. They disclose the 
unprecedented fact that upon the taking of 
a deposition the room in which the Rearing 
was held was by anticipation crowded with 
representatives of the press and photogra- 
phers.”’ 


Sensational Methods Cited. 

The; points in the brief against the petition 
of the attorney general are: 

First—The pendency of the proceedings in the 
Supreme court of Missouri conclusively precludes 
this court from entertaining or deciding the ques- 
tion of the materiality of the testimony respecting 
the personal stock ownership or his knowledge of 
the stock ownership of other parties. 

Second—The sensational method of conducting 
the personal examination has merited judicial 
condemnation and invites the closest scrutiny of 
the questions now submitted to the court. 

Third—The questions presented to the court 
upon the record are immaterial to the issues in 
the case. 

Fourth—The witness is entitled and must re- 
ceive the protection of this court against this in- 
vasion of his personal rights. 

Mr. Hagerman in his brief refers to the 
legal proceedings in Missouri. He declares 
that Attorney General Hadley gave notice 
to take depositions in New York without 
waiting for the decision of the courts in that 
state. 

“The preparations for sensationalism are 
ciearly described in the affidavit of Mr. Rog- 
ers,’ the brief of Mr. Hagerman eets forth, 
“and it is a shame to the profession that 
any such conduct can be tolerated.’’ 


INSURANCE ACTION TO BE REAL. 


Wisconsin Legislative Committee Plans 
to Make Its Investigation 
Thorough. 


Madison, Wis., Jam 15.—[Special.]—" We 
propose to make the most thorough and com- 
piete investigation of life insurance that can 
be made and one that the people will have 
full confidence in. No other would be satis- 
factory or any.thing but a farce. It neces- 
sarily will take a long time and entail quite 
an expense, but we believe the people will 
be satisfied with the investment.” 

So spoke Senator Roehr of the special leg- 
islative insurance investigating committee 
appointed at the recent specia} session of the 
legislature to look into the subject of life 
insurance in Wisconsin. The committee met 
for the first time in the state capitol today 
and organized by electing Senator Frear 
chairman and Assemblyman Ekern secre- 
tary.

ATTORNEY GENERAL STEAD 
AWAITS PROOF OF CHARGES. 


Suggests That Action Begin with 
Prosecutors in Illinois Counties 
Where Violation of the Laws Is Al- 
leged—Chicago Inspector Declares 
His Deputies Perform Their Daties 
Faithfally and That He Turns All 
the Fees Into the City’s Treasury. 


Attorney General Stead said yesterday In 
Springfield that he was ready to proceed 
against the Standard Oil company for viola- 
tion of the anti-trust laws if it be shown 
that the corporation has parceled out the 
state into four-sections of territory, as de- 
scribed by THE TRIBUNE. 

“ The matter has not been brought officially 
to my att@ntion,’’ he said, ‘‘so I am notin 
position to discuss it officially, but if there 
is any violation of the law this department 
will do its duty. If the law has been violated 
in Decatur it probably would be proper for 
the state’s attorney of Macon county to take 
the matter up. I don’t know anything about 
the matter, however, except what I have 
read in THE TRIBUNE.” 

Out of the 46,681 barrels of ofl inspected 
in Chicago last month, 7,731 was the product 
of independent companies. All the rest was 
the product of the Standard O!l company. 
This is an indication that the trust in Chi- 
cago, as elsewhere throughout the state, has 
crushed competition. The principal compe- 
tition of the trust in this city is from the 
Merchants’ Pure Oil company and the Para- 
gon Refining company of Toledo, O., and 
the Crew Levick company, a Pennsyivania 
concern. 


Work of Deputy Inspectors. 


City Oll Inspector John A. Ploner declared 
there was no taxity of Inspection of oil in 
Chicago, as required by law. 

**'We have four deputy inepectors,”’ said 
he. ‘‘It is all that the city will allow, and 
one of them is required for office duty, but 
they inspect all the oil.”’ 

Mr. Pioner said the amount of oil inspected 
averages 1,600 barrels a day. This would 
make more than 500 barrels for each inspec- 
tor. Some of the oll, however, is inspected 
in tank cars which contain as much as 125 
barrels. , 

‘* That looks like a good day’s work for one 
inspector.’ was the comment of Maywood 
Maxon of Decatur, ‘‘ but if the chief inspector 
says they inspect it, I suppose they do.’’ 

Mr. Maxon has been exposing methods of 
the Standard Oil. He's an ex-employé of 
twenty-nine years’ service. 

Mr. Ploner said he would not take any 
chances by failing to inspect oil. 

‘**T am under $10,000 bonds,’’ he explained. 
“ The inspections for December were 46,681 
barrels of fifty gallons each and the fee 
paid for the inspection is 6 cents a barrel. 
For the last month I turned over to the city 
$1,600 in fees over and above the expense of 
the office.”’ 


Piedged to Give Fees to City. 


Mr. Ploner made a pledge before his ap- 
pointment last May 25 to turn over to the 
city all the fees of his office. He gets $3,600 
a year salary. 

John Zimmer is the deputy who has the 
ten north and west side oil depots of Chi- 
cago under his inspection. His territory ex- 
tends as far north as Rogers Park and west 
as far as Jefferson park. Deputy Alfred 
Munger has the south side district and 
Deputy Thomas Garry the Englewood dis- 
trict, South Chicago and Pullman. Each in- 
spector carries a kit containing receptacles 
for the ou, which is inspected afterwards in 
the office In the Trude building. It takes 
‘forty-five minutes to make a firetest. Aft- 
erwards the inspectors are supposed to go 
back and stencil the oll receptacle to show 
that it complies with the law. Mr. Ploner 
said they did not leave their stencils with 
employés of the Standard Oil company at 
the warehouses as has been the practice at 
Decatur and other towns.

* Yes, sir, I fee] better about the situation,”’ 
he confided to a representative of THE TRIB- 
UNE. “I found those fellows down in New 
York much whiter than they were painted. 
I had a talk with McCall, and he was nice; 
said he had no grudge whatever against any 
of us who merely had done our duty as we 
saw it. 


Thinks McCall a Nice Fellow. 


**He remembered that my telegram was 
the first one he had received demanding his 
resignation,’’ said Sam, modestly, ‘* bu. he 
Gid not care. Said he thought the company 
had made some grave mistakes and he would 
have liked to stay in office to rectify them, 
but felt he ought to get out so as not to em- 
barrass the directors. A nice fellow, McCall. 

* But you newspaper men haven't been fair 
at all. I don’t mean it’s your fault exactly. 
but that investigation of Hughes only went 
half way; never gave the companies a chance 
to show their side. 

* For instance, out in Nevada we heard that 
the New York Life paid out $50,000 annually 
for ‘free lunches.’ Jee! that looked like 
awful graft, and almost the first thing I did 
when I got to New York was to investigate it. 

Likes the Free Lunch Plan. 

** Instead of finding graft, I discovered that 
it referred to the company’s system of giv- 
ing free lunches to those emp!oyés who are 
willing to take thirty minutes instead of an 
hour off at noon. The company didn’t get a 
chance to show that in Albany. 

‘* Did I investigate the New York Life? In- 
deed, Idid. Went through it from basement 
to garret—found thirty-eight chartered ac- 
countants and other state commissioners do- 
ing the same thing. The net result was the 
discovery that the New York Life had $5,500,- 
000 more assets due to the appreciation of 
its bonds than appears in its annual state- 
ment. Solvent? I guess yes.”’ 

Mr. Davis expects to attend the national 
gathering of state insurance commissioners 
in Chicago on Feb. 1 prepared to argue in 
favor of federal supervision and the right of 
the policy holder to have his payments de- 
ferred if he wants to. He is a democrat, and 
is serving his second term as controller of 
Nevada, a position that carries with it the 
supervision of insurance affairs.

$1,400,000 IS LOSS 
IN PRIOR FAILURE 


Investigation Shows Assets of 
Defunct Cleveland, 0., Firm 
-, Are Only $500,000. 


DEATH AND RUIN IN WAKE 


Demise of Former Mayor Babcock 
Attributed to Crash; School- 
Teacher Loses Savings. 


Cleveland, O., Jan. 15.—The gross lHabill- 
ties of the firm of Denison, Prior & Co., were 
today placed at $900,000, which does not 
include the supposedly forged certificates 
amounting to $1,000,000. The assets of the 
firm were placed at $500,000. 

This estimate was made by H. R. New- 
comb of the bankers’ committee investigat- 
ing the affairs of the company, which today 
was placed in the hands of a receiver, Thom- 
as H. Bushnell of this city. In a formal 
statement Mr. Newcomb said: 

‘‘IT have just had a conference a E. 
Denison of Denison, Prior & Co. We have 
gone carefully over the assets and liabilities 
of the firm. As near as we can figure it out 
the gross liabilities will be $900,000, not in- 
cluding the $1,000,000 in forged securities. 
Figuring these in, the gross liabilities will 
be $1,900,000. 

“The assets of the firm, we believe, will 
be $500,000. That means that the net liabil- 
ities will be $1,400,000 unless other forged 
securities are found, and I firmly believe 
that we now have found all that exist.’’ 


Death’ and Ruin After Failure. 

The recent sudden death from heart dis- 
ease of former Mayor Brenton D. Babcock 
may have been caused by the Denison, Prior 
& Co. failure. Mr. Babcock’s friends as- 
gert that he had his savings, less than $10,000, 
invested with Mr. Prior, and that when Mr. 
Prior comaitted suicide it so affected Mr. 
Babcock that he became a victim of apoplexy. 

Miss Harriet L. Keeler, a teacher in the 
Central High school, is said to have lost $10,- 
000, which she had invested with the firm of 
Denison, Prior & Co. Miss Keeler was 
teacher to both Mr. Prior and the girl who in 
after years became his wife. 

The amount of the bond forgeries was in- 
créised today by $300,000, and now totals 
$1,000,000. According to Mr. Newcomb, few 
of the forged bonds are in banks outside 
the clty of Cleveland and the state of Ohio. 
He maintains that the forgeries were used 
as collateral mostly in this city. That would 
make the extent of the involving of outside 
financial institutions small. The following 
are the names and amounts of the alleged 
forged bonds discovered to date*

Find Little in Private Safe. 

The private safe of Mr. Prior was opened 
today, after three days’ work by experts. 
It is said that it contained no papers or 
memoranda that would disclose anything of 
value in learning the status of the firm's 
affairs. Among the contents of the safe 
were insurance policies to the amount of 
$100,000 on Mr. Prior’s life. These were-dl- 
vided among four companies—$70,000 in one 
company and $10,000 each in three others. 

Stocks representing. less than $5,000 were 
also found in the safe. None of the life in- 
surance policies are invalidated by the 
suicide. 

P. R. Fahey & Co., stock and grain brokers, 
announced today that the firm will go int» 
liquidation and retire from business owing 
to the peculations of a trusted employé and 
the continued ill health of the senior mem- 
per, P. R. Fahey. 

The firm did a general brokerage business 
in New York securities, Chicago grain, cot- 
ton, coppers, etc. The full extent of the em- 
ployé’s shortage isnot known. The shortage 
was discovered some time ago, and two weeks 
ago the employé was confronted with the 
evidence and confessed. [t has not been de- 
cided what action will be taken against him.

Kirker, a broker with offices in the 
Williamson building, today attached $3,038 

n deposit with the Cleveland Trust company 
Solemaring to E. B. Jenkins & Co., the Pitts- 
burg brokers, who failed shortly after the 
Denison, Prior & Co. failure and whose sus- 
pension was caused, it is said, by the closing 
of the Cleveland concern. Mr. Kirker al- 
leges that the Pittsburg firm owes him $6,464, 
and wants to apply the $3,068 attached on 
that account. 

As a result of recent developments in finan- 
cial affairs a movement has been started 
with the object of requiring the giving of a 
certified check whenever it should be de- 
manded by the receiving broker in transac- 
tions involving the transfer of stock.

LONDON, Jan. 15.—The liberal landslide 
today swept the unionists out of London and 
continued in the provinces. Out of seventy- 
six contests today the liberals and laborites 
together secured sixty-two seats. The lib- 
eral gains today show the surprising total 
of forty-two, while the unionists gained only 
one seat, that of Hastings. The composition 
of the new parliament up to the present is as 
follows: Liberals, 95; unionists, 31; laborites, 
17; nationalists, 18; socialists, 1.

CHECK TAX CALLED LEGAL 


BY CLEARING HOUSE LAWYER 


John J. Herrick in Opinion, However, 


Objects to the Last Paragraph in the 
New Rules. 


The Chicago Clearing House association 
yesterday received its long awaited report 
from John J. Herrick, its counsel, regarding 
the legality of its recently adopted rules, 
charging a toll for the collection of checks 
drawn on out of town banks. Attorney Her- 
— holds that the clearing house's action is 
egal. 

The last paragraph of the new rules, how- 
ever, Mr. Herrick declared, violated the con- 
stitution of the clearing house. That para- 
graph reads: 

“ All banks, bankers, and trust companies 
belonging to or connected with this associa- 
tion are prohibited from receiving as de- 
posits from city customers checks on banks, 
bankers, or trust companies, located in Chi- 
cago, which have not arranged for clearing 
their checks through the clearing house of 
this association, unless such banks agree to 
conform to the foregoing rules covering col- 
lection charges,’ 

“ Mr. Herrick was asked to deliver this opin- 
ion,’’ said James B. Forgan, president of the 
First National bank, tn the evening, “ be- 
cause the Lllinois Manufacturers’ association 
had been advised that the rules were illegal. 
We are advised by our attorney that the 
rules are legal, with the exception of the last 
paragraph. Immediately after Mr. Herrick’s 
opinion was received, the clearing house com- 
mittee held a meeting. It was decided to 
recommend to the Clearing House associa- 
tion at a meeting to be held tomorrow that 
the last paragraph of the present rules be re- 
scinded and that the other rules be kept in- 
tact.’’ 

“The clearing house has no more legal 
justification for punishing by fine and expul- 
sion banks that charge less than the pre- 
scribed rate for out of town collections,”’ 
declared Levy Mayer, counsel for the IIli- 
roils Manufacturers’ association, *‘ than has 
the labor union, which visits with physical 
violence those who take their places or who 
work more hours or for less pay than the 
union prescribes. Dealings between banks 
and their customers should be subject to 
the same economic law of trade as are the 
relations between manufacturers and mer- 
chants and those who sell to or buy from 
them merchandise or labor of any kind. 

‘The rule that is to be rescinded is by no 
means the only part of the out of town col- 
lection order, which the clearing house made 
obligatory Jan. 1. I hope that the entire 
order will be completely repealed. The 
whole matter should be left to individual 
agreement between every depositor and his 
bank. 

‘“‘Tf the entire order be not rescinded, the 
board of directors of the Manufacturers’ 
association will determine promptly for itself 
what course and furthef action shall be 
taken.”’

TACKLES B1G REFORM JOB 


PENNSYLVANIA LEGISLATURE BE- 
GINS WORK OF SPECIAL SESSION. 


Stricter Bank Laws—Tells Legisila« 
ture Present Is Good Time to Pyri- 
fy State of Graft and Corruption— 
Outline of Measures Scheduled for 
Discussion as Specified in Call for 


Extra Session. 


Harrisburg, Pa., Jan. 15.—[{Special.}—The 
extraordinary session of the Pennsylvania 
legislature ordered by Gov. Pennypacker be- 
fore the echoes of the Philadelphia machine’s 
downfall had died away, convened in the new 
state capitol today. The opening of the ses- 
sion, which Gov. Pennypacker hopes will 
achieve the political reformation of the state, 
was marked by the absence of many party 
leaders and well known politicians. 

Reform of every brand and description will 
be served up during the extra session. The 
scramble to unload reform bills bearing on 
the management of the state treasury, the 
various state departments, primary elections, 
regular elections, and everything else polit- 
ical that fs reformable, will begin tomorrow 
morning. The legislature will at once take 
up matters bearing on an investigation of the 
state treasury. Homer L. Castle, who 
“stumped '"’ the state for W. H. Berry in 
the recent campaign and whose open charges 
of corruption in the management of the state 
treasury department did much to elect Berry, 
has atreasury reform bill which wil be 
presented by some democratic member.

CHILDREN HELD PRISONERS 
IN HOUSE FOR SEVEN MONTHS 


Three Sons of J ohn Peterson Kept from 
School—Mother Is Sent to Detention 
Hospital by Court. 


That the three children of John Peterson, 
1088 Thirty-first plece, were held prisoners 
in their home since last June and not permit- 
ted to attend school was the charge made by 
W. L, Bodine, superintendent of compulsory 
education, in Justice Hurley’s court yester- 
day.

OF UNIVERSITY OF CHICAGO. 


Committee Recommends Him for Pow 
sition to Board of Trustees—Ap- 
pointment to Be Made Today—Mem- 
bers of Faculty Urge Dean for Suce 
cessor to Dr. Harper—W. H. Faunce 
of Brown University Is Believed to 
Be the Choice of J. D. Rockefeller. 


Dean Harry Pratt Judson, Dr. W. R. Har- 
per’sclosest friend onthe University of 
Chicago faculty was recommended yesterday 
by the committee on faculties and instruction 
of the board of trustees for the position of 
acti president of the university. It seems 
certain that his nomination will be approved 
by the trustees in a meeting to be held this 
afternoon. 

Many of those in the inner circle of the 
university community believe that Dr. Jud 
son never should be asked to take off the 
robes as director of the institution. Senti- 
ment among the faculty and the student 
body is said to be tn a measure in favor of 
his selection as the successor to Dr. Harper. 


Faculty Favors Dean Judson. 


“If the decision were left to the members 
of the faculty it is evident that Dr. Judson 
would be the almost unanimous choice,” said 
an official of the university in the afternoon. 
“He is popular both within and with- 
out the faculty group. He was more inti- 
mate than any other man with the plans and 
ideals of Dr. Harper for the future of the 
university. 

“ Having been a part of the many wheeled 
machine since its creation, he ts thoroughly 
acquainted with every detail in its mechan- 
ism. The trustees have the power to choose 
the new president, and their opinion in a 
measure will be affected by the sentiment of 
the faculty.’’ 

Dr. Judson was called by Dr. Harper to 


\becorne head professor of political science 


and dean of the faculties of Mterature, arts, 
and science in 1892, the year the institution 
wae founded. He came from the University 
of Minnesota, where he was professor of his- 
tory. He is 57 years old. 


Thinks Faunce Is Rockefeller’s Choice. 

While Dr. Judson is favored by the faculty, 
it is believed that President William H. P. 
Faunce of Brown university is the choice of 
John D. Rockefeller, the founder. Next 
to Dr. Harper, President Faunce has secured 
more money from the oil king thanany other 
person. 


President Jesse’s Name Considered. 


A report from Kansas City received in 
the afternoon stated that President Jesse of 
the Missouri State university was being 
considered as Dr. Harper’s successor. 

‘* President Jesse is a possibility for the 
presidency of the University o. Chicago, but 
in no way a probability. Inasmuch as he is 
a Baptist and a.good man, he will receive at- 
tention, but he has no show for the position.”’ 

This was the sentiment expressed by offi- 
cilals of the University of Chicago in the 
evening. Members of the board of trustees 
refused to make a statement. Prof. Albion 
W. Small, head of the department of soci- 
ology, declared that President Jesse wag not 
among the likely candidates, 

It was a day of mourning af the univepsity. 
Special memorial services were held for Dr. 
Harper in the chapel and all classes and 
university exercises were suspended during 
the day.

Unionists Who Pulled Through. 


Among the few unionists who retained thetr 
seats were H. QO. Arnold-Forster, former 
secretary of war, at Croydon, and Sir How- 
ard Vincent, at Sheffield. Newcastle-on- 
Tyne only voted for two seats today, but the 
returns were not declared tonight. These 
seats hitherto have given unionist majori- 
ties, but it is predicted that the vote will 
be close and that both are likely to be turned 
over to the liberals. . 

The announcement this afternoon of the re- 
election of Sir George Doughty, unionist, for 
Great Graimsby with a majority of 2,300, an. 
increase of 550 over the result of the last 
contest, in 1898, proved a welcome pick me 
up to the unionists, who were panicky after 
Saturday’s landstide. 

Among today’s candidates is J. H. Séeav- 
erns, an American, who has been naturalized 
a British subject, who is contesting Brixton 
in the Mberal Interest. Mr. Seaverns was 
born and educated in Boston, Mass,, and 
came to this country when 22 years old. He 
married a Miss Gill of Portland, Me, 


Balfour May Be Shut Out. 


The tide is running so swiftly against the 
unionists that an unexpected difficulty is 
being experienced in finding a safe seat for 
former Premier Balfour. Some of those 
whom it was expected would resign their 
seats to Mr. Balfour refuse point blank to 
do so, while in other cases it ig seen that 
the issue is so doubtful there will be the risk 
of subjecting the fornjer premier to a second 
defeat. Nothing, however, has been decided. 

Mr. Balfour himself seems to be giving 
way to irritation. In a speech at Notting- 
ham tonight, in which he criticised the new 
government in a biting manner, he said: 

‘“ The language used byWne member of the 
cabinet would do credit to a bargee. It 
rather belonged to a ‘ skanging’ match be- 
tween rowdies quarreling over their cups 
than to a minister with great responsibilities, 
and, in the case of the one of whom I am 
thinking, of great abilities.”’ 

This obviously referred to John Burns, and 
was a great departure from Mr. Balfour's 
customary urbanity. 

Mr. Burns, on the other hand, takes no 
pains to conceal his thoughts. In a speech 
at Battersea he referred to Joseph Cham- 
berlain as the “lama in the political Tibet 
of Birmitngham,’’ and declared that toryism 
would receive its greatest stabs when the 
full story of the late government's connec- 
tion with the Jameson raid and the Rand 
scandals became known.

By 
influences known only to themselves they 
have succeeded in getting almost two-thirds 
of the city council to vote in contempt and 
defiance of the public demand.” 

“I am correctly quoted,” the mayor said 
ag he finished the reading.

Expression of Sentiments. 

“Tt is your legal privilege, Mr. Mayor.”’ 
said Ald. Bennett, after the resolution had 
been read, “ to preside over this body. This 
resolution cannot change that. It merely 
can give you an idea of the sentiments of 
the council regarding you as a presiding 
officer, and show you that you continue as 
guch against the wishes of the aldermen.

These 
two gentlemen whose feelings are hurt now 
by the mayor had their feelings hurt then. 
They attacked the mayor in the most insult- 
tng and shameless fashion that any chief 
executive ev was attacked. The mayor 
cannot open mouth but what these gen- 
tlemen are injured in their tenderest feelings. 
They remind me of nothing so much as two 
old grandmothers in a Salvation Army meet- 
ing—no—I'll take that remark beck. That 
was intended to be facetious, and I am per- 
fectly serious. I'll withdraw it. 


Things That Could Be Revealed. 

“If we were so minded we could reveal 
some things concerning the meetings of the 
local transportation committee which would 
give these gentlemen a chance to think their 
feelings really were hurt. We might show 
how outside influences—I do not say they 
were dishonest influences, because I do not 
believe they were—wrecked the work of that 
committee. When this pressure was brought 
to bear on the committee we didn’t have 
courage to resist them. We didn’t go ahead 
to draft the best ordinances we could—we 
who were elected by the people to pass local 
laws and ordinances for them. 

“No, we showed our yellow streak. We 
backed water. We yielded to these infiu- 
ences. We sent those ordinances back to 
committee. 

“ This is not legislative work. This is cheap 
politics. I do not think tne mayor intended 
to say that the council is corrupt. His lan- 
guage does not bear out any such interpreta- 
tion.

They 
know that people are coming to believe that 
every legislative body stands ready to deliver 
any and all privileges to any and all corpora- 
tions so long 4s it can be done without arous- 
ing the common people. 

“I have heard this talk and they have 
heard it. They have heard it everywhere and 
for years. They'd hear it again tonight if 
some of us spoke what really isin our minds. 
And yet their feelings are hurt because the 
mayor has said something like it. He spoke 
of the influence of the street car companies 
as ‘malign.’ Well, isn’t it? Hasn't it been 
malign for forty years? Isthere anything in 
the history of the companies to show a time 
wheri their influence has not been malign?

Cullerton Raises Point of Omer. 


Before the clerk could get started Ald. Cul- 
lerton was on his feet with an objection. 

“The charter makes the mayor the pre- 
siding officer,” he said. ‘Do we propose 
a charter amendment?” 

“We are seeking simply to express the 
sense of the council,” Ald. Bennett. replied. 
“It can have no other effect.’’ 

“It is out of order,’’ Cullerton insisted. 

**It merely requests the mayor to refrain 
— presiding,’’ Bennett explained still fur- 
ther. 

Then the mayor made his remark that he 
felt obligated only to the people for his Office, 
and Cullerton made the charter motion that 
the resolution be sent to the judiciary com- 
mittee, finding a second immeu:ately. 

The proposition went to a vote in this shape, 
and the roll call continued without interrup- 
tion until Ald. Badenoch was reached down at 
the tail end of the call. He wanted to explain 
that he thought the mayor had been unwise 
and unjust in his statements, but that the 
resolution was not a thing to be passed hastily 
without consideration. In explaining he be- 
came mixed up in a short debate with Ald, 
Dever, in which he demanded to know if the 
council had not gone on récord for the refer- 
endum of traction ordinances before they 
could be passed.

Bennett 
and Foreman said that further action was up 
to the committee, but, whether that body 
acts or not, the two aldermen and their seven- 
teen associates feel that their point was 
gained in calling public attention to the 
mayor's statements. 


BRIDGETENDERS UNDER FIRE. 


Citizens’ Association Asks Their Pay 
Be Cut—Declares They Do Lit- 
tle Work. 


More pruning in the pay roll of Chicago 
bridgetenders, which is given as an example 
of municipal extravagance, was recommend- 
ed yesterday in a bulletin issued by the Cit- 
izens’ association. 

An ordinance creating the office of chief 
harbor engineer and placing bridges under 
hie supervision, it was said, would remedy 
the evil, 

It is stated that the city will have to pay 
for bridgetenders’ salaries during the coming 
year $119,000, and that it is easily possible 
to pay the men, who actually do the work, 
reasonable salaries, and at the same time 
save at least $20,000 a year. 

Most of the bridge tending is “ farmed 
out’ by saloonkeepers and politicians, ac- 
cording to the report of an investigation made 
by the Citizens’. association at the request 
of the river and harbor commission appointed 


‘by Mayor Dunne. A list of thirty men is 


given who make a profit of from $30 to $175 
a month without doing any work themselves, 
as a result, the report declares, the costly ma- 
chinery of the bridges receives no care. 

The placing of bridgetenders under civil 
service is the remedy suggested. The names 
of twelve bridgetenders, who do no work, 
and of eighteen bridgetenders, who only do a 
little work, is appended to the bulletin.

POLICE “GRAFT.” 


Mayor Requests Investigation 
of Charges Made by Unpro- 
tected Gamblers. | 


BELIEVES IN THE CHIEF. 


Collins Says He Will Resign if the 
Accusations Are Proved to 
Be True. 


Mayor Dunne yesterday made a formal 
request of State’s Attorney John J. Healy 
for a grand jury investigation of the charge 
that gambling is protected in Chicago and 


that one-third of the proceeds is being col- 


lected for distribution among the police. 

This action was after Chief Collins, per- 
sonally accused by some of the gamblers of 
protecting the gambling trust, said to be 
headed by Tom McGinnis and Mont Tennes, 
had denied indignantly to the mayor the 
charge that there was grafting in the police 
department. Mayor Dunne said he believed 
Chief Collins. > 

State’s Attorney Healy said he would call 
a spécial grand jury, if necessary, to in- 
vestigate the charge. The result, it is pre- 
dicted, will be such an exposure of the busi- 
ness and political methods of gamblers as 
Chicago has not seen for years. 

Mayor Dunne wrote a letter to State’s At- 
torney Healy in the afternoon, after he hed 
personally seen those responsible for the 
graft charges and had held several long con- 
ferences with Chief Collins. 


Formal Request for Inquiry. 


The mayor's communication to Mr. Healy 
follows: 


Hon. J. J. Healy, state’s attorney of Cook county, 
Chicago, Ill.—My Dear Sir: Serious charges have 
appeared in,the public press against Chief of Police 
John M. Collins, in which it is charged that he has 
organized a gambling trust and is protecting gam- 
blers in the alleged prosecution of their illegal 
business. hy 

The charges are of such a serious character that 
I would respectfully request you, as the chief law 
officer of the county, to take up and investigate 
this matter and take such action as the circum- 
stances justify. Very truly yours, 

EDWARD F. DUNNE, Mayor. 

“This is a sérioys charge and should be 
investigated,’’ the mayor said after he had 
sent the letter. ‘*I have seen certain people 
who were responsible for it. Chief Collins 
tells me the reports are untrue and I believe 
that he is an honest man, but if there is any- 
thing in the charge I want to know it. If 
the head of the police department has been 
accepting any money or has been protecting 
any gamblers our official relations will be 

vetal without a moment's hesitation.”’ 

hief Collins declared that he would visit 
State’s Attorney Healy this morning and 
urge that the charges against himself and 
the gambling detail be investigated thor- 
oughly. 

**I also want the jury to hold to account 
the persons who have been responsible for 
these statements if the charges are wun- 
founded,”’ said the chief earnestly. “I am 
Willing to resign if they are found to be true. 


Chief Blames James O’Leary. 

“ This isan attack by James O’Leary, Mont 
Tennes, and other gamblers whom I have put 
out of business and some of the politicians 
behind them to put me out of office. Mont 
Tennes’ places have been raided repeatedly. 
He paid nearly $1,800 in fines during Decem- 
ber alone, as the Harrison street records 
will show. The twelve men of the gambling 
detail arrested 2.610 gamblers from July 25 
to date. Over 400 telephones have been re- 
moved. Weare arresting Tennes’ men when- 
ever we find them in any part of the city. 
The raids are not tipped off by the police 
but by the gamblers, and I don’t see how we 
are going to prevent that.”’ : 

It had been charged that the gambling trust 
is backed by the political influence of Ald. 
Coughlin and Kenna. 

“I am under no obligations to either of 
those aldermen for my position,”’ declared 
Chief Collins, “ and am not getting my orders 
from them. If any of my men are getting 
money from the gamblers or if there is any 
blackmailing: done, and I can secure proof 
of it, I will bring charges against them and 
present the matter to State’s Attorney 
Healy.” 


Poker Playing in Hotels. 


** How about the poker playing in hotels?” ' 


the chief was asked. 

“I guess there is poker playing at the 
Sherman house and other hoteis,’’ was the 
answer, “but the games are behind locked 
doors and I don’t see how it is going to be 
stopped.” 

The Sherman house poker game, conducted 
by the former proprietors of the Dearborn 
and Vanderbilt clubs, is said to be the most 
popular gambling resort in the city. The 
rakeoff for December amounted to nearly 
$16,000. One Springfield politician, connect- 
ed with the senate, is said to have lost $3,000 
there last week. At the same time a Chicago 
packer is said to have dropped $4,500. An 
Aurora man, it is reported by one of the 
players, has lost $20,000 there in the last two 
months. 

There are three poker games at the Sher- 
marti house, as@ollows: 

A $3 limit, with ea rakeoff for the house of 25 
cents, averaging from $9 to $10 and hour. 

A $5 limit, with a 25 cent rakeoff, averaging from 
$14 to §15 an hour. 

A $10 limit, with a 50 cent rakeoff, averaging 
from $28 to $30 an hour. 


Players Fed at $1 a Head. 

The hotel feeds all the players at $1 a head 
a day and it costs the gamblers $150 a day for 
that alone. 

_The highest limit, $40, is played at the 
Windsor-Clifton hotel and the house gets 
$1 rakeoff on every jack pot, amounting to an 
average of $700 a night. : 

The gambling syndicate, according to in- 
formation from “ rank outsiders,’’ has black- 
listed the Saratoga, Grand Pacific, Palmer 
house, Great Northern, Majestic, Auditori- 
um, and Auditorium annex, to avoid competi- 
tion. The ban on Hunt’s hotel was removed 
a week ago. 

The only district in Chicago which is free 
from gambling is Inspector Hunt’s south of 
Thirty-ninth street, according to the “ R. 
O.’s,”" and it is because Hunt fears that he 
will be “ jobbed”’ by Collins, who is un- 
friendly to him. 

Two of Mont Tennes’ handbooks were raid- 
ed im the afternoon and twelve men were ar- 
rested. The raids were made at 501 Lincoln 
avenue and 56 Fifth avenue 

The room of Harry Frank, 82 Sherman 
street, was raided and Frank was arrested 
on a charge of supplying information to 
handbook men about the city. Charles Rich- 
ards, a bookmaker, was arrested at 6108 State 
street.

Wants to Retire Unfit Men. 

“The finance committee,’ answered Ald, 
Bennett, the chairman of that body, “ real- 
izes the necessity for more poljcemen. It 
expects to provide for them in the next ap- 
propriation bill. But when we put more men 
on we want good men. The men who are to 
enforce the law must respect the law. We 
have men on the force now who are not capa- 
ble. This is one thing the committee must go 
into. It should see to it that the unfit men 
now on the force are retired and the right 
kind of men are added.” 

“I am thoroughly in favor of increasing 
the police force,’’ sald Ald. Zimmer, “ but I 
want a permanent Increase, noi a temporary 
one, as Ald. Kohout is asking for.” 

“There are now 800 men on the police 
waiting list,’’ said Ald. Bradley, the chair- 
man of the police committee, “ and the worst 
favor we could do most of them would be 
to put them on temporarily. They would 
simply lose the jobs they have now and per- 
haps not get other ones. We all agree that 
the police force should be increased, but it 
must be done on a permanent and sane 
basis.” ' 

Then a vote was taken on the Kohout res- 
olution for the 1,000 temporary men, and it 
was beaten, 44 to 17. : 


Grand Jury to Indict Ivens. 


Police investigation of the murder of Mrs. 
F.. C. Hollister ended practically last night, 
when the case was woven together for pres- 
entation to the grand jury today. 

Inspector Lavin, Lieut. Robert Schlau, 
Capt. Healy, and Assistant State’s Attorney 
Thomas Healy held a conference in the even- 
ing at the North Halsted street police sta- 
tion in preparation for the presentation of 
the case to the grand jury. 

Evidence was developed which the police 
think points to a slight occasional mental 
derangement on the part of Mrs. Hollister, 
inherited from her father, which would ac- 
count for her actions after she left her resi- 
dence at 498 Fullerton avenue on the day 
of the murder and before she was attacked by 
Ivins. 

Lieut. Schiau discovered that Mrs. Hol- 
lister’s father, John Rawlings, was subject 
to strange attacks of dementia, and several 
times wa&s found wandering the streets in a 
daze. ‘ 

The message which the police sent out at 
the requést of the family last Friday, a few 
hours after Mrs. Hollister disappeared, read: 

Find Mrs. F. C. Hollister. Five feet, two inches 
in height, 110 pounds in weight, brown hair, blue 
eyes, dressed in black dress and fur boa; may be 
slightly demented. 


The explanation of this last sentence was 
guarded by the family. / W. C. Hollister, the 
dead woman's brother-in-law, said it had 
been put in as a precautionary measure, but 
he would not admit that Mrs. Hollister ever 
had such an attack. 


The point was brought out by the police 


merely to account for her wandering aboxt 
and failure to attend the funeral of her 
friend. They are satisfied Ivens told the 


truth about the time she was attacked and’ 


that no harm befell her until then—@:45 or 
7 o'clock. They do not think he had any 
accomplices. 


Funeral of Mrs. Hollister. 


The funeral service for Mrs. Hollister was 
held in the morning at the family residence. 


' The service was private and the body was not 


taken to the house. Floral! tributes which 
had been sent by hundreds of friends were 
placed on the casket at the undertaking 
rooms nearby. The Wesley church choir, of 
which Mrs. Hollister was a member, did not 
sing at the services, because of the sorrow 
of its members. Instead the Apollo club 
quartet sang ‘“‘ Lead, Kindty Light,” and 
“There Is a “VYideness in God’/s Mercy,” the 
latter being « favorite hymn of Mrs. Hol- 
lister. Dr. W. 8S. P. Bryan of the Covenant 
Presbyterian church read scripture selec- 
tions and the Rev. J. N. Hall, Mrs. Hol- 
lister’s pastor, told of her beautiful char- 
acter. The remains were taken to Rockford, 
Ill., for burial. 


CASHIER HELD UP IN OFFICE.

Masked Men Take $250 from Branch of 


Knickerbocker Ice Company in 
Vincennes Avenue. 


The office of the Knickerbocker Ice com- 
pany, Fortieth street and Vincennes avenue, 
was robbed of $250 by two masked men early 
last evening while one of the men held a re- 
volver to the head of the cashier, H. J. 
Hager. Hager says the men entered the 
place at 7 o'clock, just as he was eounting the 
day’s receipts. The money was in seven 
small bags. One of the men, he said, held a 
revolver at his head while the other one tied 
the bags together with acord. No word was 
spoken, and as soon as the bags were tied to- 
gether the robbers fied. 

The police at first were inclined to discredit 
Hager’s story, partly on account of a story 
of a holdup in which he wassupposed to have 
been robbed and beaten several weeks ago.

ROWDY RESORTS 
ABOUND IN CITY. 


Hoodlums Have Many Organ- 
izations Which Are Known 
as Pleasure Clubs. 


BOYS LURED INTO CRIME. 


Citizens ‘Plan Massmeeting to 


Devise Means of Suppress- 
ing Ruffianism. 


An independent ‘nvestigation by Tue 
TRisuNeE last night into the sources of the 
hoodlumism which culminated in the murder 
of Mrs. F. C. Hollister led to the discovery 
of certain well defined districts, the proper 
lighting and patrolling of which would go 
far to wipe out the “ gangs ” responsible for 
this and previous “ reigns of terror.’ 

These districts must be equally well known 


to the police, who have failed, however, for 


various reasons to cope with them. 

This inability to suppress these “ gangs "’ 
seems partly due to an indifference bred out 
of long familiarity, an indifference seldom 
quickened until some outrage like the career 
of the “car barn bandits” or the brutal 
assault on Mrs. Hollister has focused pub- 
lic attention upon them. 


Stronghold of a Gang. 


One of the most conspicuous strongholds 
of these “‘ gangs ’’ is Austin avenue, between 
Milwaukee and Ashland avenues, an ill 
lighted thoroughfare that parallels Grand 
avenue, generally ablaze with light and at- 
tractions, and the Northwestern railroad 
yards with ite inky darkness and well laden 
freight cars. 

Between Morgan and Carpenter streets is 
the notorious ‘‘ Morgan street gang,’’ whose 
depredations culminated in the murderous 
assault upon an old workingman two monihs 
ago, and, according to the police, in bur- 
glaries in Biokerdike square. 

Further up, near May street, is the center 
of the ‘McCann gang,"’ led by Patrick Mc- 
Cann Sr., who, with his two sons, was ar- 


rested by the police on Monday for com- | 


plicity' in recent holdups along the railroad 
tracks. The members of the *“ McCann” 
crowd, judging from the habitués of the low 
saloons in that neighborhood last night, are 
between 18 and 20 years of age.

cheap billiard halls, showed the material of 
several ‘‘ gangs’’ in the crowds of restless 
youths who filled them. 


Young Ruffians Form Clubs. 


The southwest side, and in particular the 
region along Archer avenue and extending 
several blocks on each side, is a region of 
“ pleasure clubs’’—the ambitious outgrowths 
of such groups as the *‘ Highbanks,”’ to which 
Richard Ivens, the murderer of Mrs. Frank- 
lin Hollister, belongs. 

These clubs are composed of from twenty 
to several hundred boys, rangirrg in age from 
14 to 26 years. The boys elect officers and 
assess themselves 25 or 50 cents a month. 
With the income thus obtained they rent 
usually an abandoned house or store, where 
they spend their evenings and acquire habits 


of late hours, boisterous fun, and other worse! 


things. 
Rowdies on the North Side. 


On the north side, where most of the recent 
crimes against women have been committed, 
much of the rowdyism seems to originate 
with boys 14 or 15 years of age. In the im- 
mediate vicinity of the scene of the murder 
of Mrs. Hollister youthful crowds congregate 
on somé of the street corners. Last evening 
shortly after dark a crowd of lads at Center 
and Burling streets united in making de- 
risive remarks at passersby. It was the be- 
ginning of a career of real rowdyism in later 
years. 

A short time ago one of the “‘ young hood- 
lums’”’ who congregate at Indiana and Pine 
streets threw a rope around the neck of a 
young woman who was passing by. They 
tripped her up, but the result was no more 
serious than a sprained wrist and a swollen 
neck, for she managed to escape them and 
take refuge in her sister's house near by. 


Taught to Insult Women. 

At the saloons of Walter Snell, 49 North 
Clark street, and J. Novasheisky, 59 North 
Clark street, are wine rooms in the rear, 
where young boys congregate to learn the 
ways of the older ‘‘toughs.’’ In both these 
saloons are found women who encourage the 
youthful patrons of the place to become row- 
dies. These boys are taught thatit is nothing 
to make insulting remarks about women, and 
then they go out on the street and forget that 
any women are entitled to respect. 

In other parts of the north side similar con- 
ditions exist. Along under the Northwestern 
elevated railway from Chicago avenue to Oak 
street gangs of various descriptions give 
passersby exhibitions of their rowdyism. 


Recruits to the Anti-Crime Crusade. 


During the day the citizens’ movement for 
the suppression of crime received a host of 
recruits and hundreds of men in public and 
private life expressed their eagerness to Join 
in the plan for the protection of the women 
and homes in all parts of the city. 

Tomorrow afternoon at 5 o'clock a general 
conference of representatives from all local- 
ities of the city will be held at the Audi- 
torium hotel to perfect some sort of an anti- 
crime organization which can coiperate with 
the council. Steps will be taken to hold one 
big massmeeting, or several small ones, an“ 
if necessary to raise a private fund for im- 
mediate war against the murderers and rob- 
bers working eyerywhere in Chicago. 


Meeting in Quin O’Brien’s Office. 

Several citizens met in the afternoon at the 
office of Attorney Quin O’Brien and discussed 
the needs of the city in the way o! protection 
against crime. Andrew Boughan of the Lake 
Shore club insisted that the police system 
is inefficient because of the long hours of the 
force. He wasn't sure that the extra men 
would be a solution for the crime probiem. 

Mr. O’Brien said he had heard from many 
sources that some of the police gave pro- 
tection to the criminals. 

The Rev. J. P. Brushingham of the First 
Methodist church said the rea! issue at pres- 
ent was the fight against crime, and he op- 
posed bringing up Sunday closing to divide 
theissue. Ata meeting of the Methodist min- 
isters much of the crime was laid to the kcep- 
ing of the saloons open on Sunday. Mayor 
Dunne, the city council, and the saloons were 
blamed for the wave of crime which has swept 
the city. A committee was appointed to wait 
on the mayor.

ARGUMENT ON 99 YEAR ACT FIN- 
ISHED IN SUPREME COURT. 


Former Corporation Counsel Tolman 
Insists That Law of 1865 Only Ex- 
tended the Oorporate Life of the 
Street Ratlway Concerns and That 
No Extension of Their Franchises 
Was Contemplated—John G. John- 
son Takes Opposite View, 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 18.—{Special. }— 
Arguments were concluded in the Supreme 
court today on the Chicago traction cases, 
former Corporation Counsel Tolman speak- 
ing in behaif of the city and John G. Johnson 
of Philadelphia for the traction companies. 
The Supreme court has taken the case unuer 
advisement. 

Owing to the length of the record and many 
of the legal questions involved, the court ‘* 
likely to take some time over the case. There 
May be a decision this spring, but it would 
not be surprising if no judgment is entered 
until the October term, as that would give 
the court time during the summer vacation 
months to study the record and go over tne 
thousands of pages of briefs which have 
been filed on both sides. 

Mr. Tolman devoted his attention almost 
entirely to a discussion as to the true inter- 
pretation of the act of 1865, generally known 
ae the ninety-nine year act, and which is the 
foundation stone of all the claims made by 
all the traction companies in Chicago. 


Did Not Extend Franchise. 


He ineisted that the first section in that 
act did nothing more nor less than to extend 
the corporate life of the Chicago City rail- 
way and the Chicago West Division railway 
companies from twenty-five to ninety-nine 
years... He pointed out to the court that this 
section was the only one which mentions 
any definite period, and that the term “ nine- 
ty-nine years’ was annexed to the question 
as to the corporate life only, and is not con- 
nected in any way with any grant made or 
to be made by the city of Chicago to street 
car companies. 

The second section, he said, gives the right 
to a railroad company to construct and oper- 
ate street car lines in Chicago, but it gives 
no corporate power to a railroad company to 
locate on a single street. The act merely 
authoriges the company ag a corporation to 
construct and maintain a road on such streets 
as the common council of Chicago had pre- 
viously authorized or might after that time 
authorize it to do. Time is one of the most 
valuable terms of a contract and the city 
and railroad companies were by the act of 
the legislature expressly authorized to agree 
together as to all terms and conditions of the 
contracts. The only reasonable and consist- 
ent construction of the law, he insisted, was 
that all contracts, licenses, and stipulations 
ran only for the time mentioned in them and 
were not extended by this law. 


Traction Company’s Plea. - 

John G. Johnson, in behalf of the traction 
company, closed the arguments with an in- 
genious plea to the effect that the state was 
sovereign and the city only its delegate. The 
original companies, he said, had exclusive 
control of the hub of the city and the public 
was interested in securing an extension of the 
street car service. The law of 1865 was 
passed so that body and limbs mightdie at the 
same time. It was only natural that there 
should be uniformity in the limitation of the 
franchises. 

The ordinances after 1865, he said, might be 
aptly described as amendments. The street 
car companies had their hands in the lion’s 
mouth. When the ordinance, with a twenty 
year limit was offered to them, they took the 
part they were entitled to without giving up 
any of the rights as to the question of time. 
There was, he sald, a state of war between 
the city and the companies. Neither con- 
ceded the claims of the other and it was for 
this court to decide what the law of 1865 
meant to do. When the council said the street 
ear companies had the right te go on any 
street, he said the council exhausted its pow- 
ers and the rest of the ordinance was mere 
surplusage. 

Justices Ask Questions. 

Justice Brown asked significantly whether 
the right to use the streets wag not neces- 
sarily Umited for a period of twenty years, 
even granting that the company had an orig- 
inal Nght under the ninety-nine year act. 

Justice Holmes inquired whether the con-~- 
stitution of 1870 did not specifically forbid 
the granting of indeterminate franchises. 

Attorney Johnson admitted it did as to 
future legisiation, but insisted that the law 
of 65 already had been passed and a subse- 
quent constitution could not Interfere with 
existing contract rights. Then he bowed to 
the court and sald: 

“Have I answered your question, your 


nr?’ 
"But Justice Holmes, with sarcastic em-

As to the question of motive power, Mr. 
Johnson said Chicago Is ‘the fastest city in 
the world, and no one there wanted to go 
fifteem or twenty miles by horse car.

WILL URGE A LOCK CANAL, 


PRESIDENT ROOSEVELT PREPARES 
MESSAGE TO CONGRESS. 


Desires That Panama Waterway Be 
Built in Time to Benefit Present 
Generation—Blockade of Freight at 
Isthmus Owing to Alleged Action of 
Southern Pacific Road, Which Con- 
trole Pacific Mail Steamship Com- 
pany, to Be Investigated. 


Washington, DD. &., Jan. 18.—Preaident 
Roosevelt is preparing to send to congress a 
message which will favor a lock canal. He 
had conferences teday with several members 
of the senate committee on interoceanic 
canals, including Senators Kittredge, Knox, 
Dryden, Hopkins, and Ankeny. 

The committee hag in its posseseion an ad- 
vance copy of the report, furnished by the 
president, for use in examining Chief En- 
gineer Stevens when he appears before the 
committee tomorrow at the opening of the 
investigation ordered by the senate. 

The message of the president will favor the 
construction of a lock canal on the ground 
that it is In the Interest of the present gen- 
eration and not for posterity, and that it can 
be built at less cost of time and money. It 
is said that the president incidentally asked 
the republican members of the committee to 
support the nomination of Joseph B. Bishop 
to be a member of the canal oommission and 
to use every effort to prevent indiscriminate 
reductions of the salaries of canal officials, 
which he fears may be the result of the in- 
vestigation. 


Consider Freight Congestion. 


Charges by Secretary Taft and Chief En- 
gineer Stevens of the canal commission that 
the Southern Pacific railway is responsible 
for the freight congestion on the isthmus of 
Panama formed the moat Interesting develop- 
ment of a four hours’ hearing today on canal 
affairs before the deficiency subcommittee of 
the house committee on appropriations. 

The Southern Pacific rallway company con- 
trols the Pacific Mail Steamship company, ac- 
cording to.the statements of the secretary of 
war and Mr. Stevens, who say that since the 
abrogation of the freight agréement between 
the Panama ralflroad and the steamship com- 
pany the latter has been dilatory In calling for 
San Francisco frefght on the west side of the 
isthmus. It is charged that steamers fre- 
quently refuse to stop to take on freight, and 
even leave port with only a partial cargo 
while great quantities of freight lie on the 
wharves. 


Taft Explains Estimates. 


Secretary Taft was summoned before the 
subcommittee to make explanations concern- 
ing estimates for canal expenses included in 
the additional appropriations of $5,500,000 
sought in order to continue the canal work 
until the end of the present fiscal year on 
June 80. Secretary Taft was accompanied 
by Chairman Shonts of the isthmian canal 
commission, Chief Bngineer Stevens, B. 8. 
Beneon, general auditor, and David W. Ross, 
the general purchasing agent of the commis- 
sion, All of these officials assisted the secre- 
tary in answering the questions of members 
of the subcommittee and making clear the 
estimates. 


CITY’S OLDEST LAKE CAPTAIN, 
JOHN PRINDIVILLE, 1S DEAD. 


Was a Pioneet of Chicago and One of 
the Early Members of the Board of 
Trade. 


Chicago's oldest lake captain, John Prindi- 
ville, who began his service on the lakes in 
1837, died yesterday at his residence, 368 
North State street, as the result of a stroke 
of paralysis 

John Prindiville began his life on the 
lakes on the schooner Constitution when he 
was 12 years old. At the age of 18 he was 
captain of the Liberty and was the youngest 
master of a vessel in Chicago. He invested 
liberally in north side real estate. By his 
death the board of trade lost its oldest mem- 
ber. He was the first commodore of the 
Chicago Yacht club. 

Citizens, headed by United States Senator 
Stephen A. Douglas, offered Capt. Prindiville 
a purse containing $1,200 on Nov. 26, 1856, 
for saving the crews of three vessels which 
were caught opposite the river’s mouth ina 
storm. 

“ Keep the money for the widows and or- 
phans of the sailors we were too late to 
save,”” said Capt. Prindiville. “I never take 
money for doing what is only my ordinary 
duty.” 

At one time Capt. Prindiville and his 
brother owned the entire fleet of tugboats 
that plied on the river. 

Capt. Prindiville was the son of Maurice 
Prindiville, and came te Chicago with his 
parents from Ireland in 1836. The family 
home was at first at “ Prindiville patch,” 
near Chicago avenue and State street. Capt. 
Prindiville is survived by five daughters and 
three sons. 
K. Prindiville. The funeral will be held to- 
morrow in Holy Name cathedral, and inter- 
ment will be in Calvary cemetery. 


OBITUARY. 


BERT G. LOWE, owner and pub- 
lisher of the Galvestor, News, died yesterday 
in’ Galveston, Tex., after a short {lin Col. 
Lowe was born in Scotland seventy years ago. 
He came to this country In the late fifties 
and located in Shreveport, Ia. During the 
war he was in.the confederate army and at- 
tained the rank of major. After the war he 
settled in Galveston. He leaves a widow, two 
sons, and three Gaughters.

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CPATRHOOD UP IN HOUSE, 


BABOOCK OF WISCONSIN RAISES 
QUESTION IN PERSONAL TALE. 


Declares He In Not Opposing Bill Be- 
cause of Personal Pique at Not Be- 
ing Pat at Head of Committee, as 
Charged in Newapaper Article, 
Which He Made Occasion for His 
Explanation, but Has Been Against 
It for Years. 


Washington, D. C.. Jan. 15.—The statehood 
fight made its appearance on the floor of the 
house today for the first time in the form 
of a personal explanation by Mr. Babcock 
of Wisconsin, credited with being the leader 
of the opponents of the joint statehood 
forces. Mr. Babcock denied that his course 
in opposition to the bill was dictated by any 
feeling of revenge because he had not been 
made chairman of the appropriations com- 
mittee. 

Mr. Babcock took the floor on a question 
of personal privilege. He based this on a 
statement in a newspaper entitied “ How 
Came Babcock to Rébel?’’ and which gave 
as a reason for his opposition to joining 
Arizona and New Mexico as one state his 
pique at not being made chairman of the 
appropriations committee. 


Babcock Denies Pique. 


The statement, Mr. Babcock repeated, to- 
tally misrepresented him and. he also be- 
lieved, the so-called “ staiwaris,” which he 
underetood meant the house organization. 
He said he had never been an applicant for 
the chairmanship of the appropriations com- 
mittee. He had not wanted that chairman- 
ship and had it been tendered him should have 
declined it. , 

As to the statehood, Mr. Babcock said he 
always had been opposed to loining Arizona 
and New Mexico as one state. 

Chairman Payne of the house Ways and 
means committee announced tonight that he 
was confident the Philippine tariff bill will 
pass without amendment when put to a 
vote, despite the efforts of the insurgents. 


Stand Pat on Philippine Bill. 


Early in the session ft was announced the 
entire Nebraska delegation would stand by 
the administration measure. Two members 
have weakened already and several others 
are said to be wavering and inclined to favor 
en amended bill. The beet sugar interests 
of the state are responsible for this change 
of view, and a number of other representa- 
tives from middle western states are reported 
te be yielding to home influence. 

On the other hand, there are several repre- 
sentatives from sugaf beet districts who, 
like Representative Cooper of Wisconsin, 
announce they will vote for the bill as it 
now stands and are confident that a full ex- 
planation of Philippine conditions will per- 
suade their constituents that no harm will 
result to home grown sugar from the small 
amount of Philippine sugar which will come 
here under reduced tariff rates. 
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ROOSEVELT OPENS 
ELECTRICALSHOW 


Exhibit in Coliseum Inaugu- 
rated by Wireless Message 
from the President. 


GREAT CROWD IS PRESENT 


Nearly 10,000 Persons View 
Scores of Exhibits; Thou- 
sands of Lights Used. 


From 6:08 last evening, when a wireless 
meseage from President Roosevelt, * Con- 
gratulations and best wishes,’”’ marked the 
formal opening of the first electrical show in 
Chicago, until close upon midnight, 10,000 
persons throngeé about the booths tn the 
Coliseum an@ gazed in wonmferment at the 
Gevelopments of electrical science. 

In spite of two hindrances, a slight inter- 
ference by the electrical workers’ union, who 
protested against the setting up of appa- 
ratue by nonunion employés, and the action 
of the building inspector in ordering the 
Widening of the aisles to the exits by a 
shifting of several of the exhibits, the first 
night of the exposition was such a success 


that spectators spent the entire evening 
inspecting its offerings. 


All the Space Is Occupied. 


The full 80,000 feet of space in the Coliseum 
was exhausted long before the plans of the 
committee In charge of the exhibite had 
completed ite plans, and the order from the 
building commiseioner last evening still fur- 
ther narrowed down the room allowed to the 
many exhibiters so that some of them ar 
now cramped for room. 

From the ceiling several thousands of in- 
candescent lamps, on a background of purple 
and white, throw dewn their lights to contest 
with that from ten times that number of 
lamps of the same size and the many aro 
lights that are used in the booths. This ex- 
cess of light has made the building the bright- 
est in its history, so bright tn fact that those 
in charge of displays needing a dark corner 
have difficulty in finding suitable piaces. 

From the time that the visitor enters the 
door and begins the almoet endless tour of the 
many aisies he seems lost in a variety of 
products, of which no two seem alike, and 
his ol4 wonder that there seemed to be so 
much room in the @fferent branches of the 
electrical trades passes away. The limits 
of the variety can hardly be found. 


Wireless Telegraph Draws Crowds. 


Perhaps the greatest accomplishment 
memorialized,at the show isthe wireless tele- 
graph. Near the center of the exhibition 
floor, the wieldy apparatus has been installed 
and an operator sits sending the buzzing 
dots and d@ashes to the towering station 
that sends the current Into the clouds, It 
was here that President Roosevelt's message 
of good will was received, and as the last 
buzz sounded and the operator signaled that 
it was finished, the band sounded the “ Star 
Spangled Banner,’ and flags were dropped 
from the balcony on all sides. 

Far off in a shadowed corner is an under- 
sized Icelandic scientist. He is C. H. Thor- 
ardson, and in front of his booth the specta- 
tors almost climb upon one another's shoul- 
ders in a way that tells the presence of some- 
thing amazing. 

The booth is plain, but when the little man 
sets the switches that start a two foot spark 
dancing across space. swaying, changihg 
color, rising and falling by his hand, the spec- 
tators look at him again. Then his latest ex- 
hibit in the way of an électrical sign, but 
one that is far too expensive and dangerous 
for practical purposes, is put Into plhy. The 
letters of his namé In old Icelandic charac- 
ters are pasted upon glass lined with sheet 
silver. The current is sent across the let- 
ters, and the waves of the current start 
playing around them, spread out in brilliant 
fiashes, to break In an immense sheet of 
lightning that streaks across the glass with 
a roaring and buzzing like the rattle of mus- 
ketry.

The reduction in the amount of typhoid 
fever is the most remarkable fact in the 
sanitary history of Chicago during the last 
decade. The weekly bulletin of the health 
department reports that the mortality here 
from typhoid fever during the ten years from 
1885 to 1894 inclusive was 7.9 per 10,000. 
In 1891 it was 17.31, being greater that 
year than in any other city in the civilized 
world. Chicago resolved never again to

The result was that the 
typhoid mortality was reduced in the decade 
from 1895 to 1904 inclusive to 3.2, and that 
in 1905 it was 90 per cent less than it was 
in 1891.

BREAKDOWN OF JUSTICE. 

State’s Attorney Healy tells the public 
what the administration of criminal justice 
in Cook county has come to. He says that 
if the murderer of Mrs. Hollister shall be 
brought to trial as soon as possible and the 
jury shall impose the death penalty the sen- 
tence will not be carried into effect until a 
year from next month. Mr. Healy exagger- 
ates nothing. The delay he predicts may be 
expected unless the money needed to take an 
appeal to the Supreme court cannot be 
raised. 

If the murderer of Mrs. Hollister were a 
negro, like young Logan, who murdered 
Mrs. Tracey in Hyde Park eleyen months 
ago, justice would be prompt. He had no 
money with which to hire a lawyer. No 
member of the profession volunteered his 
services so as to get notoriety out of the case. 
It did not take long to put Logan in the peni- 
tentiary. Twenty-five per cent of the male 
convicts at Joliet and half the female con- 
victs are blacks, This does not argue the 
criminality of the race but its poverty. Ne 
groes do not profit by the maladministration 
of criminal justice in Chicago, because they 
have not the money to hire the right kind of 
shyster lawyerstodefendthem. The state’s 
attorney assumes that, as Ivens is a white 
man, he will get the full benefit of “ the law’s 
delays” which money buys. ; 

The criminal laws of Lllinols were not 
made by the people for their protection. 
They were made by lawyers to promote the 
interests of lawyers. It does not meet the 
case to say that the condition of things in 
Chicago, so far as crime is concerned, can 
be improved greatly by increasing the police 
force. With a larger force, well handled, 
more criminals might be apprehended. 
What is needed most is that criminals, when 
caught, shall be punished with reasonable 
promptness and severity. 

It is. because criminals know they need 
not fear swift and stern punishment if ar- 
rested that they flock to Chicago. It has 
become a “snug harbor” for them. It is 
their favorite winter resort. The tramps of 
the fields, the desperate characters from the 
lake ports and other cities come here to ply 
their trade in winter. Chicago has come to 
be known over the country as a bad town 
for men of good character and a good town 
for men of bad character. 

That is not so much due to the small size 
of the police force as it is to the remissness 
and negligence of the courts, the inadequacy 
of the laws, the abuse of the pardoning 
power, and the faulty administration of the 
parole system. Unless there is an improve- 
ment in these particulars there will be no 
material diminution of crimes. 

The police force should be enlarged: The 
council and the mayor can find money to do 
it. If the one will pass and the other will 
sign an ordinance raising saloon licenses to 
$1,000 the money will be available. Inci- 
dentally, the number of saloons will be re- 
duced and the moral tone of the city be ele- 
vated. There is greater need of a reversal 
by the Supreme court ‘of rulings which en- 
able lawyers who are false to the higher 
code of their profession to protract trials 
and secure new trials when impartial jus- 
tice would deny them. There is greater 
need of a revision of criminal procedure, 
not in the interest of lawyers but of the com- 
munity. Chicagoans should pray the next 
general assembly for such a revision. With 
it a sensible abatement of crime wil] be per- 
ceived. 


HARLAN FOR “THE PEOPLE.” 

It seems monstrous to many that an un- 
known salary, rumored to be $40,000 a 
year, should be paid to Mr. John M. Harlan 
by the Union Traction company to repre- 
sent interests which are adverse to those 
of its stockholders. So far as is known 
no stockholder asked for Mr. Harlan’s 
employment or sympathizes with the de- 
mands made by him on behalf of certain- 
citizens as against the companies. 

When receivers are appointed by a court 
it is usually done to protect the interests 
of property owners and creditors. Judge 
Grosscup has appointed “ receivers ”’ in the 
Union Traction case, and their name is 
legion. It was supposed that they were 
to conserve the property for its owners. 
Their salaries, none of them small, are 
paid by the stockholders. The court au- 
thorized the employment of “ counsel,” and 
a number of eminent lawyers were fiired and 
have been steadily at work drawing their 
salaries ever since, but accomplishing 
little. The stockholders pay them well. 
Yet the number of “counsel” is not 
considered complete without the ad- 
dition of Mr. John M. Harlan, who repre- 
sents certain municipal contentions which 
the stockholders, almost to a man, consider 
disadvantageous to themselves. Nevertie- 
less they will have to pay for his services to 
their opponents. 

This may be good heel. It may be in 
accordance with the practice of courts. But 
the situation, to the average layman, is 
novel and bewildering. Some of the receiv- 
ers are of the opinion that Mr. Harlan’s 
counsel is not needed if only the intérests 
of the stockholders are to be considered. 
Of course if the traction question is to be 
made part of a political game, or if it is 
to be used to promote the interests of citi- 
zens who are not stockholders, there may be 
some reason for appointing Mr. Harlan. 

No such reason has been made apparent. 
It has been said specifically that he is ap- 
pointed to represent “the people”’ and to 
advise the court what “ the people ” want. 
It may be assumed that he is close to “ the 
people,” familiar with their wishes—al- 
though the people rejected him at the last 
election by a large majority. Certainly he 
is representing people who are attacking 
the traction interests, not those who are 
defending them. If he is acting for “the 
people ” they ought to pay his salary. They 
ought not to require a bankrupt traction 
concern.to employ an attorney who gives 
advice adverse to its interests. Attorneys 

r “the people” are usually paid by “ the 
people.” If there is a good reason why art

| couraged in every possible way. newt 1 
ly foolish for the United States to bar = 
art. There are districts in the United 
States with as large population or area as 
the Fiji islands where paintings and stat- 
ues are as rare. 

The first class nations, like Germany 
and France, which adopt the principle of 
protection in other respects have no tariff 
on works of art. In Great Britain, where 
the principle of free trade is being indorsed 
at the polls, art is duty free. Native artists 
in those countries would resent the sugges- 
tion that their works could not be sold unless 
they were given the benefit of a protective 
tariff. The United States practically says 
to the rest of the world: “Our artists 
could not sell their paintings and statues 
unless foreign competition was made im- 
possible. Besides, we do not care any more 
for art than Sierra Leone and the Gold 
Soast of Africa, anyway.” 

The tariff laws make one exception, 
which, in connection with the rest, produces 
an effect the opposite of the general intent 
of the system. The works of an American 
living abroad are admitted duty free. He 
is encouraged to go abroad where it 
will be possible for him to see the works 
of great artists which he cannot see here, 
The money received from the sale of his 
productions he spends abroad. It does 
not benefit the American people any more 
‘han the money of the German, French, or 
{talian artist who works by his side. The 
theory of the home market has nothing to 
do with him. His less fortunate American 
friend who has not the means to travel 
stays at home and spends his money in the 
American town where he may be living, 
paying prices which in many respects are 
higher than the European prices. But the 
stay-at-home who pays for protection to 
others gets none himself. He must meet 
the untaxed competition of the expatriate. 
If art were entirely a financial matter there 
would be reason for complaint here. But 
as a matter of fact the American artist in 
America does not take it that way. He 
is glad for the sake of art that others have 
the privilege which is denied him. What 
he does regret is that the local patrons of 
art, the benefactors of the museums, the 
connoisseurs whose houses are open to him, 
are obliged to pay to the government, in 
addition to their other taxes, a tax on their 
love of beauty, on their generosity. More 
than one-half the value represented in the 
Corcoran Art gallery in Washington is in 
paintings owned by private citizens, and 
has been taxed. The men who freely allow 
the appreciative to sée—that is, to use— 
their property are not able to buy as much 
for their money as they might otherwise 
do. This is the real vale ae of the artist 
at home.

ORD RITCHIE’S sudden death at Biar- 
ritz, within a fortnight of his elevation 
to the house of lords, has the effect of 
adding another to the long list of 
American born peeresses. For the 

late Lord Ritchie’s eldest surviving son and 
heir, who now succeeds to his seat in the 
upper chamber of the national legislature, 
has been married for the last eight years to 
a daughter of the late Louis J. Jennings, who 
was for a number of years one of thie editors 
of the New York Times, dying in England, 
where he was associated politically with Lord 
Randolph Churchill, acting for a time as the 
latter’s privatesecretary and campaign man- 
ager. The widowed Mrs. Louis Jennings, that 
isto say, the mother of the new Lady Ritchie, 
was famous in New York in her younger days 
for her beauty as Madeleine Henriques, 
daughter of David M. Henriques, and now 
makes her home in England. 

One of the new Lord Ritchie's sisters, Mary 
by name, is married to the Hoh. Frank Rus- 
sell, son of the late Lord Russell of Killowen, 
who died as lord chief justice of England. 
Frank Russell often visits America and has 
been here on several occasions as legal rep- 
resentative of Sir Thomas Lipton in connec- 
tion with the cup races. The late Lord Rus- 
sell’s peerage wgs only for life, and became 
extinct at his death. This was by hisown 
request and by that of his numerous children, 
the two eldest of whom, having no male issue, 
did not wish to be handicapped in obtaining 
their livelihood by tfie inheritance of a peer- 
age which they had not the means to support 
in idleness. For, as Lord Coleridge and 
others have found to their cost, there afte a 
number of lucrative professions and cali- 
ings from which a man is debarred if he has 
the misfortune to have inherited a peerage 
without property commensurate with the 
dignity.

Lionel Carden, who has just been promoted 
from the position of British minister resi- 
dent in Cuba to represent his government in 
the various Central American republics, and 
who was previously British consul and 
chargé d'affaires in Mexico, belongs to an 
ol@ Lincolnshire family, which since the 
reign of Queen Elizabeth has been settled in 
Ireland, where it has played a considerable 
role in the social and political history of the 
island, its baronetcy dating from 1787. It 
Was one of its members who, about sixty 
years ago, was the hero of one of the most 
sensational romances of the nineteenth cen- 
tury. John Carden, popularly known as 
“ Woodcock ”’ Carden, owing to the number 
of times which he had been fired at by dis- 
contented tenants on his Barnane estate in 
Tipperary, fell violently in love with his aunt, 
the beautiful Miss Eleanor Arbuthnot, who 
was staying at the time with her sister, 
Viscountess Gough, at the latter’s country 
peat, Rathronan house, near Clonmel. Miss 
Arbuthnot declined foung Carden’s offers of 
marriage. He conceived the foolish idea that 
she really returned his affections, but was 
prevented by her friends from accepting his 
proposals. So he planned an abduction on 
a Sunday when Lady Gough, her sister, Miss 
Eleanor Arbuthnot, and other members of 
the family were returning fromchurch. The 
preparations which he made were on the most 
elaborate scale. He had arranged relays of 
horses between Templemore and Galway, 
fifty miles away, and in Galway bay he hada 
vessel with steam up ready to convey himeelf 
and his expected captive to the continent. 
The attempt, however, failed, thanks to the 
vigorous resistance of the ladies and of a 
couple of peasants who ran to their assist- 
ance. Cardén took to flight, but was over- 
taken, captured, tried at the Tipperary as- 
sizes in 1854, and sentenced to two years’ im- 
prisonment under the old Irish law, passed 
in 1634, for punishing such as “* carriedaway 
Maydens that be inheriters.””

Lord Granard, who has just been appointed 
a lord in waiting to King Edward, is, like 
Lord Acton of the diplomatic services, re- 
cently nominated to a similar position in the 
royal household, a. Roman Catholic, and 
served for a time on the staff of Gen. Arthur 
Paget at Aldershot as his A. D. C. Al- 
though his property is in Ireland, with which 
country his family has been identified for the 
last 300 years, yet he may be described as of 
Scotch origin. For he is the head of the 
ancient Scotch house of Forbes, through 
which he claims descent from Robert III., 
king of Scotland, the first Lord Forbes hav- 
ing married Lady Elizabeth Douglas, daugh- 
ter of Princess Mary of Scotland (daughter 
of King Robert) by her marriage with the earl 
of Angus. A Sir Arthur Forbes settled in 
Ireland in 1620, obtaining large estates from 
the crown, and was killed in a duel at Ham- 
burg, where he went to fight for King Gus- 
tavus Adolphus and for the cause of prot- 
estantism. It was his son who was created 
earl of Granard by King Charles II., to whom 
he suggested the foundation of Kilmainham 
hospital at Dublin,

Lord Granard is far from rich and has 
difficulty in keeping up Castle Forbes, onthe 
Shannon, in county Longford, which com- 
prises a deer park—a rarity in Ireland—and 
which is famous for its woodcock and black- 
cock shooting. His engagement to ‘the 
wealthy widow of Lord Cantelupe, the elder 
brother ofthepresent Earl De La Warr, came 
to grief and he is still a bachelor, and being 
good looking and popular may be regarded as 
a desirable matrimonial “ partie,” 

The sixth earl married a daughter of Lord 
Moira, whose home in Dublin, known as 
Moira house, now a refuge for outcasts, was 
then the most sumptuous mansion of the Irish 
metropolis. It was visited by John Wesley, 
who has expatiated in his writings on its 
extraordinary magnificence, which made a 
great impression on his mind. The most 
brilliant socfety of Dublin thronged the 
salons of Moira house in those days and Lord 
Moira, ag well as his’son-in-law, Lord Gran- 
ard, was among the stanchest opponents of 
the union. It was Lady Moira, by the bye, 
who first encouraged her coutity neighbor, 
Maria Edgeworth, to write those stories 
which suggested to Scott the “ Waverley 
Novels.”’

The seventh earl of Granardé married Miss 
Grogan Morgan, a great heiress, and to- 
gether with her became a convert to the 
church of Rome, This first wife of the late 
Lord Granard merely had a life interest in 
the estates which she had inherited along 
with Johnston castle, Wexford, from her 
mother, the latter having made a will direct- 
ing that the extensive property should go at 
her daughter’s death to that earl of Granard 
who should be issue either of her daughter 
or of her niece, the latter having married the 
late Lord Forbes’ brother. Unfortunately 
the seventh earl of Granard’s first wife hada 
family of daughters only. At her demise 
the late Lord Granard married Miss Petre 
-and had several sons, one of whom is the 
present earl. But owing to the provisions of 
the will above mentioned he did not inherit 
the great Johnston castle property, which 
went to his elder half-sister, Lady Adelaide 
-Forbes, who married Lord Maurice Fitz- 
gerald, by whom she has issue. Lord Maurice, 
who is a brother of the late duke of Leinster, 
died four years ago, leaving a boy, now 20 
years of age, who will in course of time In- 
herit from his mother all those valuable es- 
tates in: Westbury which were meant to go 
to the earldom of Grarard.

The Traction Snarl. 
{From the Chicago Economist, Jan. 138.) 

An admirable illustration of the beauties of 
the town meeting method is furnished by the 
present status of the controversy over thé 
street railway companies of Chicago. Better 
the tyranny of the promoter, the capitalist. 
the monopolist, the greedy self-seeker, better 
the flagrant abuses of extravagant corporate 
management, than the present chaos, and 
more creditable to the city the accumulation 
of great fortunes by a few wealthy men in 
the management of traction interests than 
the dissipation ’of property by divided coun- 
sels and the destruction of a once good sys- 
tem of transportation. Itis about nine years 
since the opponents of C. T. Yerkes com- 
plained that he was beginning altogether too 
early to secure renewals of his franchises 
and*wanted a term for those franchises which 
would enable him to sell securities based on 
his propérty to good advantage. Those years 
have been spent tn discussion, in recom- 
mendation, in bickering, in the assertion of 
cranky notions, and today it is a question 
whether the people wiil haye the opportunity 
next April to say whether they want a trans- 
portation system or not. The main question 
has been overwhelmed, trampled out of pub- 
lic sight by a herd of lawyers, politicians, 
cranks. The subject of discussion Is trans- 
portation for the people of Chicago, but the 
disputants seemingly do not know that any 
such subject has ever been placed before 
them. It Is all a question of the relation 
of the companies to the city—nothing else 
is thought of. It is a complicated question, 
to be sure, but not one which should have 
taken these nine years to decide, and which 
should have carried the disputation far be- 
yond the expiration of the roads’ franchises. 
Three months would have sufficed to a body 
of trained business men to have settled the 
whole matter with substantial justice to all 
concerned. 

The committee on local transportation had 
under discussion for some time ordinances 
which in all essentials appeared to be fair. 
and that committee submitted the subject to 
the city council in committee of the whole 
with the recommendation that their action 
be approved and brought before the voters 
at the April election. Meanwhile somebody 
has thought of some more things that ought 
to be put into the ordinances, and the coun- 
cll-in committee of the whole has referred 
the matter back to the transportation com- 
mittee, in the hands of which body & now 
rests. That committee is supposed to report 
back not later than Jan. 15—that Is. day after 
tomorrow—but whether that action will be 
taken Is not yet clear, and meanwhile we are 
perilously near the time at which petitions 
must be ready for the referendum. Itis more 
than an even chance that the whole thing 
will go past the time limit and the traction 
scheme will collapse. Indeed, there is evi- 
dence that a considerable number of the 
aldermen are more than willing to have the 
affair further delayed. The lawyers enjoy 
it. Somehow, protracted disputes over prop- 
erty rights do not seem so bad to lawyers as 
to other people. The legal force connected 
with the street railway nebula has a new 
recruit in the person of John M. Harlan. 

Meanwhile the tunnels await the day when 
a fine of $10,000 per month shall begin to 
accrue against the city of Chicago. But of 
course, from the viewpoint of the Innumera- 
ble doctors of street railway science, the 
river commerce of Chicago is of, no conse- 
quence. 

It may be pertinent to ask any sane man 
now in the array against the street railroad 
companies whether any small consideration 
of the city’s rights or its possible profit 
should weigh against the creation of a good 
transportation system for our people. 

The whole affair is a lesson in respect to 
the theory of municipal ownership. If the 
city could create such horrible chaos with a 
partial control of the lines of transportation, 
what would happen !f {thad entire control? 
Fortunately few of the corporations which 
minister to the wealth and convenience of 
the American people are under the direct 
control of any government, whether munici- 
pal, state, or national.

Mme. Anita Rio gave a song recital under 
the auspices of the Amateur Musical club 
in Music hall yesterday afternoon. It was 
included in the “Artist Recital” series, 
and therefore was open to the general pub- 
lic. An audience large In size, enthusiastic 
in disposition, and pronouncedly feminine in 
makeup was in attendance, and the singer 
had no reason for questioning the complete- 
ness of the success she achieved. 

It was the first opportunity to hear Mme. 
Rio in work sufficiently varied and extended 
to make possible accurate judgment as to 
her capabilitles. She has enjoyed an envia- 
ble reputation throughout the country for 
a number of seasons, but for some inexplica- 
ble reason had not been brought to Chicago 
until the Apollo club management engaged 
her this season for the Christmas perform- 
ance of “ The Messiah.” The impression 
she made by her delivery of the soprano 
solos in the Handel oratorio was in the high- 
est degree favorable, and the desire to hear 
her in the more trying fleld of song recital 
was therefore keen. Listening to her yes- 
terday confirmed the belief that she is a 
vocalist of excellent powers.

NATIONS OF THE WORLD 
ARE AS WOMEN MAKE THEM 


Cold Impartial Critic Discusses the 
Place of Female Loveliness in 
the Destinies of Mankind. 


Woman has a cold, impartial critic in Dr. 
Emil Reich. In the January number of the 
Gramd Magazine he supplements the opinions 
he expressed at a lecture which he delivered 
recently. 

“Women in History” is the title of the 
article he contributes to the magazine. He 
has no intention, he commences, caustically, 
of discussing the “new woman,” who is 
‘neither new nor a woman—and I hate her.” 

“Nations differ in nothing more than in 
their women,’’ says Dr. Reich, and turning to 
the subject of American women he becomes 
exceedingly bitter. 

“T would like to state that I have not the 
slightest intention of being disagreeable. I 
do not blame, I do not praise; I only say, and 
I say it emphatically, that the American 
woman is not womanly; she Is not a woman, 

~~ 

“In America womancommands man, Man 
does not count there. She lives so that she 
can have a good time; she lives for sensa- 
tions. é She wants to be alone, and she 
cannot be alone without dabbling today with 
chemistry, tomorrow with physiology, and |, 
the day after with Buddhism. . She 
is made up of restlessness and fidgetiness 
long before she is 25. But she is beautiful; 
she has the best complexion in the world— 
better than that of any European woman.” 

The French woman has intense energy, 
says Dr. Reich. She does not understand 
false positions, and she is impatient of them. 
“In England, on the other hand, everything 
is sacrificed to false positions. 

—>— 

“In Germany they think their greatest 
character is woman. Therethey have every- 
thing In perfect order—their army, their 
navy, their education; but the woman I!s the 
canker in Prussiam life. And it is through 
woman that Prussia will go to rack andruin, 

“The greatest heroes were madly fond of 
women. What I am going to say may per- 
haps shock some squeamish readers, but itis 
the truth. The English are proud of Nelson 
and of Trafalgar, and rightly so; but there 
wouldfhave been no Trafalgar had there been 
no Lady Hamilton. It was Nelson’s love for 
his Emma that made him fight as he did at 
Trafalgar. It was his love for Emma that 
put into him the ardor which brought out 
that impressive patriotism. 

“Women do not love Napoleon; they love 
the mere middle class mediocrities rather, 
And vet Napoleon loved them, and it was 
love which induced him to do the great deeds 
he did.

“ British women are too cold to take their 
rightful place, to perform their proper part 
in the inspiration of heroes. 

“If anything great should ever come to 
Ireland it will be through their women. 

“The Russian woman will discourse on 
everything; she knows fifteen anges 
but she is no woman. 

“Why does the English woman not take 
a leaf out of the French, out of the Irish 
book? Why does she not combine some fea- 
tures of both, and become a little more active, 
a little more infitfential? Let her keep her 
boy with her till he is 14 or 15, and not send 
him away to a public school at 10; keep him 
under her maternal influence, In the home 
atmosphere; lavish more love, more kisses 
on him, and try to makea hero of him? Let 
her not be afraid of making hfm effeminate. 

“ Love is the goddess that rules the heart 
and the head; and it is woman that givesthe 
keynote to everything. No man can ever be 
a really great man unless a woman's influ- 
ence was shed on his youth. Great men 
imply great mothers and great wives, such 
as it should be the ambition of every woman 
who aspires to the title of ‘ new ’ to become,”

FRESHMEN ARE RULED OUT. 


Northwestern School of Law Forbids 
the First Year Men to Compete 
on University Team. 


The faculty of Northwestern university’s school 
of law issued a bulietin yesterday forbidding fresh- 
men to try for places on any university team. Ac- 
cording to the new rule, all students of the law 
achool eligible to compete in athletics must have 
pursued a course of study in the school for at 
leagt one year and must have secured at least 
eighteen hours of credit from the faculty of that 
school for work done. This action is taken in order 
to guard against the bringing in of graduates of 
other departments, who enter the law school in 
order to try for places on the university teams, and 
also to prevent the cutting of classes, which, it is 


claimed, has been so frequently done, itn order to 


attend athietic practice. The rule will go into 
effect at once and will reduce the number of can- 
didates for the track and baseball teams greatly.

Continued unfavorable crop news from the 
Argentine and India assisted materially in 
Hfting wheat values 4c for the May and %c 
for the July yesterday. Although the market 
displayed a firm undertone throughout the 
gession, the bears, supported by some strong 
domestic arguments, fought gamely at times, 
but they were unable to overcome the earl# 
advantages gained by the bulls. At onetime 
the May touch 890 and the July 85%o.
